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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 


Tue Council for 1881 have now the pleasure of submitting to the 
Ratepayers the usual statement of accounts, and report of their pro- 
ceedings during the past year. 

Upon taking over charge of the affairs of the Municipality on 
25th February, 1881, they proceeded to the yard of the Central Station 
along with the retiring members of the Council for 1880, where the 
Police force was paraded for their inspection, and much satisfaction was 
expressed with the orderly appearance of the men. 

Mr. R. W. Lirrie as Chairmun of the outgoing Council said that 
they had every reason to be satisfied with the good conduct of the men 
during their year of office; that crime had rather decreased in the 
settlements, that very few complaints had been made against any 
member of the force, and he was glad to notice that men now remained 
in the police for longer terms than formerly. 

The force was then dismissed and the two Councils proceeded to 
inspect the Prisoners’ Cells and Constables’ Quarters, both which were 
found clean and comfortable. 

The Magazine and Armoury were then visited, the Arms and 
Accoutrements were inspected, and also found to be in good and 
serviceable order. Attention was directed to the fact that the windows 
of the Armoury were without any protection, and as they are on the 
ground floor and open into the street, in the event of any sudden dis- 
turbance taking place the Arms might easily be got at by the mob from 
the outside. It was suggested that iron bars should be provided for the 
windows, which has since been done. 

Upon their return to the Board Room the Members proceeded to 
elect as

Resignations—Messrs. R, W. Lirrte and A. Burman resigned 
their seats at the Board in June, and Mr. J. J. Keswick in August, 
owing to their intended departure for Europe. 

Appointments—Messrs. D. Brann, J. F, Ropewarp and A. G. 
Woop having agreed to serve, were unanimously elected to fill the 
vacancies caused by the above resignations. 

The post of Chairman having become vacant by the resignation 
of Mr. Lirrie, it was taken by the Vice-Chairman Mr. Hrarn, and 
Mr. W. C. Warp was elected Vice-Chairman, when the following 
changes were made in the Committees :— 

Finance—Messrs. A.G. Woon, E. Moses and J. F. RopEwap. 
Works—Messrs. W. C. Warp, D. Branp and H. Lester.

At the Meeting of Council on June 27th, being the first held after 
the departure of Mr. Lrrrx, the following resolution was proposed by 
Mr. Keswick, seconded by Mr. Hearn, and carried unanimously :— 

“That this Board passes a vote of thanks to the late Chairman 

Mr. R. W. Little on his departure from Shanghai for his arduous 

duties on the Council during the years 1879, 1880, and 1881.” 


DEFENCE MATTERS. 


VOLUNTEER CORPS. 


During the past year the Volunteers have fairly well maintained 
the high state of efficiency which the Council for 1880 reported they 
had attained under the energetic command of Major J. F. Holliday. 

The drills have been fairly attended, and during the summer months 
there were the usual moon-light parades, when the force marched out 
to the Bubbling Well, &c., and went through their evolutions in the 
country. ’ 

On the 28rd February about 90 Members of the Volunteer Corps 
including Infantry, Artillery and Rangers, along with some 400 men 
from H. M. Ships “Curacoa,” “Encounter,” and “Pegasus” had a field 
day and sham fight, the whole force being under the command of 
Captain Ching of H. M. 8. “Encounter.” 

On 28rd April nearly the whole force marched to Woosung under 
command of Captain Dallas, S. V. A. where they encamped for a couple 
of days in order to have some experience in camping out. 

The following letter gives details of the proposed proceedings, 
which were successfully carried out. 


Sumaneouar, 19th April, 1881. 


Srr,—As senior captain of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, I beg on behalf of 
my brother officers and the members of the Volunteer service to communicate with 
the Council, through you, with a view to obtaining their countenance and support 
to a general field day of all arms on Saturday, 23rd instant. 

It is considered yery desirable, before the heat of summer renders it impossi- 
ble, that the Volunteers should have one excursion into the country under arms, * 
and gain by practice in camping out, some of the experience necessary to effi- 
ciency. 

Such a march-out, as proposed, can only take place if the Council will sanction 
the necessary expenses for commissariat, &c. ; and as the most favourable day for 
parade would be Saturday next, I beg to ask that you will be so good as to lay the 
matter before the Council as early as possible, 

For the information of the Council, I should mention that the following is a 
sketch of the programme of the contemplated trip :— 

1.—Fall in at the Police Compound at 1.30 p.m. on 23rd, with all arms. 

2.—March to Woosung by the line of the railway, arriving there about 5 p.m, 

3.—Guards set at 6 p.m. 


4.—Inspection at 8 a.m. on 24th. 

5.—General Parade and field operations at 2.30 p.m. 

6.—Muster at 6 a.m. on 25th, Monday, for the return march, reaching Shang- 
hai at 9 a.m,

On the recommendation of Major Holliday the Council in March 
last agreed to the formation of a sub-division of Horse Artillery in con- 
nection with the Rangers, the whole to be under the command of Cap- 
tain Keswick. 

The following is the correspondence on the subject.

Srr,—I have the honour to forward for the consideration of the Municipal 
Council a letter from Mr. C. Oswald Liddell, containing a proposal to form a sub- 
division of Horse Artillery to be attached to the Rangers Corps, and inquiring 
whether if the services of the same be accepted by the Council, uniforms, similar 
to those of the Rangers and on the same conditions will be granted. This means 
of course the addition of a small internally independent organisation to those 
already in existence, and as such may in some measure be deprecated, but as the 
proposed new Corps will be directly under the officer commanding the Rangers, 
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the uniform of which Corps it is proposed to adopt, the members will be available 
for Cavalry drill, as well as Artillery drill, and the extra gun would unquestion- 
ably be a valuable addition to the forces already under control of the Council.

signed by the Commanding Officer of the Company to which he may belong. 

For your convenience I forward you herewith a book containing 100 such 
orders, printed. 

Tt is understood of course that no Volunteer shall receive more than one uni- 
form during his term of service.

Srm,—I have the honour to address you on the present occasion with the pur- 
pose of calling to your mind the promise made by the last Council with regard to 
the Rangers’ uniforms, which I understand were not provided at once by them, as 
they wished first to see that there were good grounds for expecting the troop to 
be permanent in its organisation. 

Tam glad to be able to report to you that there are now twenty-seven mem- 
bers on the roll, and I have every confidence that if the Council will provide uni- 
forms this number ‘can be increased to thirty-five or forty, and in naming these 
figures I name the minimum of what I would expect. 

I need not draw the attention of the Council to the practical value of the 
troop in case of any émeute and of the advisability therefore of encouraging its 
efficiency to the utmost. 

At present a very great want is felt of the services of an instructor, and I beg 
to ask you to invite the Council to sanction the engagement of a Sergeant, whose 
services might also be availed of in connection with the Police Force. 
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I am informed that at small expense a man could be got either in Hongkong 
or Calcutta.

Ammunition—Commandant Holliday in his report dated 24th 
April 1879 informed the Council, that the bulk of the Ball Cartridges 
in Stock consisted of 37,000 Rounds (remainder of 50,000) imported per 
Stadt Amsterdam which were sufficiently good to be available for 
purposes of defence, but were of no use for practice and competition 
especially at the longer ranges. In April last the Armourer reported 
to Captain Dallas that most of these cartridges were quite useless for 
any purpose, and subsequently the Defence Committee decided to have 
them carefully examined, with the view of disposing of them in some 
way should the report prove to be correct, as they did not consider it 
advisable to have nominally a large quantity of Cartridges in Stock, 
of which the greater portion might be quite unfit for use. 

At their request Captain Dallas in September last appointed’a com- 
mittee of Volunteers consisting of Messrs. Dowdall, Glass, Lanning, and 
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Morrison, to examine and report on the cartridges, and for this purpose 
the 37 cases ex Stadt Amsterdam were taken from the Magazine, and 
from the Godowns at Pootung, and placed in the Gun shed in the 
Municipal Compound. 

On opening them it was found that the cartridges had been taken 
out of 9 cases, and bricks and rubbish substituted in their place, and 
that in the remaining 28 cases about one half the Cartridges were quite 
available for purposes of defence, but that the other half were quite 
useless, the Committee therefore condemned them, and recommended 
that they should be destroyed which has since been done, 


Annexed are the reports by Captain Dallas, and the Committee. 


Suanauat, 7th October, 1881. 


Sir,—We the members of the Committee appointed by you to 
examine into the condition of the Cartridges ex Stadt Amsterdam beg 
to report as follows : 

After having examined a few boxes we made a preliminary report 
in which among other things we stated our opinion 


“That the cartridges in some of the boxes are in a service- 
able state for fighting purposes but that the contents of other 
boxes are useless ” 

and 

“That the quality of the cartridges in a 1,000 round box can 
be fairly tested by trying one or at most two bundles of 10 rounds” 

and we advised that all the boxes should be tested. 

In accordance with our recommendation all the boxes were opened 
at the gun godown and placed at our disposal. Two or three sample 
bundles were taken from each box including boxes Nos. 98 and 180 
previously tried. 

The trials were made by firing at competition targets at 500 
yards and we were assisted in this by Messrs. Buchanan and Little. 

These trials have fairly well-supported our opinion that the car- 
tridges in each box were approximately uniform in quality and could 
be judged of by samples, for instance 20 rounds from box No. 170 
gave 5 miss fires, 5 misses, and 10 hits with a total score of 29 while 20 
rounds from box No. 168 gave 20 hits with a score of 72, There was 
only one instance of a box being condemned where the inferior quality 
of the contents was not made quite clear during the firing of the first 
10 rounds. 

No box has been classed as serviceable unless at least 20 rounds 
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have been fired but some have been condemned after firing a less 
number. 

In all instances where 2 cartridges missed fire the box has been 
condemned and we have likewise condemned one or two boxes where 
only one cartridge missed fire but the others hung fire, or the balls 
fell short of the target or the cartridges showed other defects. 

Where only one cartridge missed fire and the others appeared 
good we have considered the box to be sufficiently serviceable to be 
worth keeping for cases of emergency and indeed we are not prepared 
to state positively that those boxes in which none of the cartridges 
missed fire are on the whole superior to those where only one miss fire 
occurred. For instance with 10 rounds from box No. 176 Mr, Lan- 
ning made 45 out of a possible 50 and although one cartridge from 
another bundle missed fire the contents of this box are probably as 
good as those of any of the boxes tried. 

Without entering into further particulars we beg to give the fol- 
lowing statement as the result of our trials. 

Boxes, the contents of which should be destroyed at once, 


157, 158, 159, 167, 170, 171, 174, 179, 181, 183. 
Boxes which should be kept in store as a reserve. The contents 
being: serviceable. 
1st.—Boxes in which one cartridge missed fire at trials. 
100, 156, 163, 172, 176, 182. 
2nd.—Boxes in which no cartridge missed fire at trials. 
98, 164, 165, 168, 169, 178, 175, 177, 178, 180. 


In order to make this report complete we may repeat what we 
stated in our former report that the powder in these cartridges is very 
foul and the cartridges are not sufficiently uniform in quality to make 
them suitable for target practice.

Sr1r,—In compliance with your letter of 30th August last, a 
Committee of Volunteers was appointed to report on the condition of 
the Stadt Amsterdam Cartridges, and I have now the honor of hand- 
ing you their report dated 7th instant. 

The cartridges passed as good; in all 15,460, I have had repacked 
in 15 boxes of 1,000 each, and 1 box of 460, the 16 cases have been 
soldered down and replaced in the Magazine. 

The cartridges condemned in the report in all 11,290, have also 
been repacked in 11 cases of 1,000 each, and 1 case of 290 and with 
respect to the disposal of these I wait your instructions. 

I beg also to enclose a report from Lieuts. Glass and Morrison of 
13th instant, shewing the result of a series of experiments made by 
them in using some Stadt Amsterdam cartridges which had been con- 
verted into blank cartridges, I also forward the pieces of cloth etc., 
alluded to in the report.

FINANCE MATTERS, 


The Council for 1880 in their remarks upon the Budget for 1881 
stated that when preparing it they had not considered it advisable to 
include in the estimated Income the usual sum of Tls. 10,200 which the 
Taou-Tai for many years has paid as the annual commutation for dues 
on goods, imported and exported by Natives, and that they had there- 
fore been obliged to limit the amounts to be expended on drainage, and 
to omit altogether the usual appropriation for widening roads, and the 
Tis. 3,000 which it is customary to pay into the Sinking Fund for the 
redemption of outstanding debentures. 

Immediately before the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers the follow- 
ing letter was received from thé Senior Consul intimating that the 
Taou-Tai would continue his usual contribution of Ts. 10,200, 


Smaneunar, 20th February, 1881, 


Sm,—With regard to your letter of 8th January a.c., requesting that the Tao- 
tai should be asked for further contributions to the expenses of this Settlement, 
the Treaty Consuls decided, at a meeting held on the 11th instant, that the Coun- 
cil’s desire should be communicated to the Taotai. 

I now have much pleasure in informing yon that the latter has complied with 
the wish of the Council, and I beg to hand you herewith two cheques of $3,500 
and Tis, 100, the same being his contribution to the Municipal Fund and his 
subscription to the Shanghai Fire Department for the quarter ending 31st March 
next, for which you will oblige me by sending receipts.

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GENERAL MUNICIPAL RATE.—FOREIGN. 


Municripat Councit versus F. Rerp, Ese. 


The following Judgement was given in favor of the Council by the 
Consul General for the United States in the proceedings instituted by 
them against Mr. F. Reid an American citizen for General Municipal 
Rates due by him. 


Tudgment :— 


The Municipal Council for the Foreign Community of Shanghai North of the 
Yang-king-pang, by their Secretary, bring this suit against Frank Reid, a citizen 
of the United States, to recover Taels 10 and cents 72 as taxes alleged to be due 
from the defendant as a householder within the said Municipality, for the last 
quarter of 1880, for the month of March, 1881, and for all of the second quarter of 
this year. While the defendant denies the material allegations of the complaint, 
yet from the evidence adduced upon the trial, it appears that these taxes were 
charged against him in the usual way, and in accordance with the Land Regulations 
which have hitherto governed in sach cases, and that payment has been requested 
by plaintiffs and refused. The defendant denies that the plaintiffs are a legally 
constituted body, and that for this reason he shonld be taxed in any way upon 
their order for Municipal purposes or otherwise. That as he is a citizen of the 
United States, only the Congress of his Government can constitutionally impose such 
obligations upon him. Answering the first objection raised, the plaintiffs, by 
their Counsel, rely for the legality of their action upon the Land Regulations of 
the Settlement, submitted to the Foreign Ministers at Peking and by them approv- 
ed 24th September, 1869, and which went into effect the beginning of the following 
year. The Ministers of the treaty Powers approving the Regulations referred to, 
were those of the United States of America, Great Britain, France, Russia, and 
the North German Conjederation. But the defendant disputes the authority of the 
United States Minister, by that act, to make him in any way liable to the demands 
of such a body as the Municipal Council of Shanghai, 

The United States Minister to China is the superior officer of this Consulate- 
General, judicially as well as diplomatically, and whatever the result might be if 
the law bearing upon a suit of this nature were strictly construed, it is a fact, of 
which the Court must take judicial notice, that the Regulations alluded to were 
approved by the Minister for the United States, acting as he believed within the 
scope of his Ministerial authority, and which action has been approved by the 
Executive Department of his Government, Not only this, but for eleven years the 
validity of these Regulations has been maintained and enforced by this Court. 
This, if there were no other reason, would cause me to at least hesitate before 
reversing its decisions in this behalf in any ordinary case now. In the next place 
the defendant claims too much for his citizenship, when he says that only the 
State of New York. of which he is a resident, and the United States Congress have a 
Tight to levy taxes on him ; for an interpretation so broad would exempt him from 
all taxation wherever he may choose to go outside of the United States. Neither 
does the defendant make that distinction which must be made when considering 
the rights and duties of a citizen at home, and those rights and duties as a per- 
manent or temporary resident of China. Within the United States he is governed 
by the laws of the State wherein he resides, and by the general laws of Congress. 
This is not the case, however, in China; for the laws of a State can have no 
bearing in protecting his rights here, or redressing his wrongs ; while those of Con- 
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gress are only special in their application, The right to live in and pursue the 
various business callings in this Empire is secured to citizens of the United States 
by treaty stipulations, and for the purpose of giving force and effect to those 
stipulations Congress, by special Act, has established Ministerial and Consular 
Courts, with both diplomatic and judicial powers, the latter being in some respects 
extraordinary. Within the United States a citizen canuot be tried for the com- 
mission of a felony unless he has first been indicted by a grand jury regularly 
drawn. And then he can only he tried upon such indictment by a jury of his 
peers, while in China he is denied both, So, in cases at law, in the United States 
he is entitled to have his civil rights passed upon by a jury. This privilege he is 
denied here, There, he has the right of appeal. Here this right can only be 
claimed in certain cases. This distinction is not referred to with the view to 
questioning the wisdom of it, but ‘simply to show that it does exist. Again, 
United States vessels visiting the different ports of China are entitled to have the 
services of pilots to take them safely in and out of port, but there is nothing 
said in the treaty as to the manner of choosing them, or of what nationality they 
shall be. This, however, has been provided for by the Chinese authorities, acting 
in conjunction with the representatives of the treaty Powers ; neither is there any- 
thing said in the treaty of the United States about a tax asa license fee for being 
protected in this privilege, yet such a tax is demanded by the Chinese authorities 
and properly collected from American citizens who are engaged in that business 
here. It is but a legitimate outgrowth of treaty stipulations with this Govern- 
ment. The same may be claimed with greater force for the establishment and 
maintenance of the Municipal Government for the foreign Settlement of Shang- 
hai. The object sought by foreign Governments in concluding treaties with China 
was to obtain commercial advantages, and the importance and value of the ad- 
vantages, resulting therefrom, which have for their centre the port of Shanghai, 
already, attest the wisdom of such agreements, So important huve these interests 
become that at least 2,500 foreigners of different nationalities have been drawn 
here to stimulate and protect them. The magnitude and nature of these interests 
and the number of foreigners residing here, would render it almost impossible 
for the residents to enjoy all of the privileges conceded to them by the treaties 
without the aid of a recognised Municipality. For on account of the defects in 
the natural advantages of the port, residents occupying houses anywhere within 
the business portion of the Settlement would continually suffer loss and great 
inconvenience, if these defects were not cured by local legislation ; and so long as 
persons choose to reside within these improved boundaries and continue to enjoy 
the advantages resulting from a local government which seems to be so well ad- 
ministered as this, it is but just that they should pay ‘an equitable proportion of 
the taxes necessary for such purposes.

Loss of Mails.—I regret to have to report that the mails leaving 
Shanghai on 24th October per s.s. ‘‘ Hae-an” for Pagoda Anchorage, 
Foochow and Amoy, were lost overboard owing to a collision bet- 
ween that vessel and the “ Zeucer.” 

Parcel Post.—There being no regulation restricting the size and 
weight of parcels forwarded through the office, the following rule has 
been adopted to be in force on and from the Ist January, 1882 :— 

“Parcels shall not exceed 5 lbs. in weight and one foot six 
inches in length, nine inches in width and six inches in depth, and 
the Postmaster shall have the power to refuse to receive any par- 

cel pending a statement of its contents, which must be of a 

harmless nature.” 

The general work of the office has gone on satisfactorily.

Liautina. 


In December 1880 the Chairman of the Gas Company informed 
the Council that they had decided on making a small reduction in the 
charge for the supply of Gas for the public lamps equal to 13 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet. 

As the general public were informed at the same time that they 
would in future be supplied with Gas at a reduction of 25 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet, the Council addressed the Gas Company requesting 
them to make an equal reduction in the charge for the public lamps, 
which was refused; the following is the correspondence. 


Smanouat, 3rd January, 1881. 


Sm,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 30th ultimo, 
addressed to the Chairman, informing the Council that the Directors of the Gas 
Company had decided to reduce the price charged for the supply of Gas for the 
public'lamps, including the lighting, cleaning and repairing them, from Ist Janu- 
ary, 1881, to $3.50 per lamp, against $3.63 charged at present, but that no reduction 
can be made in the rates charged for the Council buildings, Fire Engine station 
and Public Garden. 

In reply, I am directed to say that whilst the Council have to thank the Di- 
rectors for the proposed alteration in the scale of charges, they are under the im- 
pression that the rate per lamp should be reduced to $3.30, so as to put them in 
the same position as the public generally. : a 

From the advertisement which appears in the public papers, a reduction of 25 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet of gas is to be made to the public, whilst to the Munici- 
pality, who are by far the largest consumers, the proposed reduction will not exceed 
10 to 11 cents per 1,000 feet. 

The Council will therefore feel obliged if the Directors of the Gas Company 
will take the subject into consideration, and reduce the price for the public lighting 
to $3.30 per lamp,

This Company have ever recognised the Council as their largest consumer, by 
supplying them at a much less proportionate rate than that charged private con- 
sumers ; and they are prepared, as they long since informed the Council, if the 
Council were content to take Gas as private consumers do, by measurement, and 

- relieve the Company from all the expense and responsibility they now labour under, 
for the lighting, cleaning, repairing the lamps, and fines for lights out—(from no 
fault of their own)—to not only supply the Council at the rate to private con- 
sumers, but to make special arrangement for a liberal discount,

Opium Shops.—Owing to the great increase in the number of 
Opium Shops in the settlement, the fees collected during the year have 
exceeded the estimates by fully Ts. 2,500.

Variations IN THE Porice Force purine 1881. 


Foreigners.—Two constables have resigned, one constable has 
been invalided and one sergeant dismissed. 
Five men have joined the force. 


Natives.—Six constables have been dismissed. 
Thirteen men have joined the force. 


Present Strength—On 31st December 1881. 
Thirty one Foreigners. 
One hundred and sixty Natives. 


Of these, there are employed on special duties: 


Foreigners, one sergeant and four constables, 
Natives, eight constables. 


Provision is made in the Budget for ten additional Native cons- 
tables whom it may be necessary to employ for the protection of 
property lately built, and now building in the settlement, and to 
regulate the traffic in the new roads, which may be opened during the 
year. 


Crime. 


Under the head of murder, there are two cases; one occurred on 
the 10th of July when a Native soldier took a revolver to a shop in 
the Sunkeang Road, for the purpose of getting some cartridges which 
would fit it, while fitting some cartridges one was accidentally fired off 
by the shopman, the bullet struck the counter, glanced off, and lodged 
in the throat of a soldier who was standing near, the wounded man 
was at once taken to the hospital Shantung Road, where his wound 
was dressed, but he died, the shopman was sent into the City by the 
Mixed Court Magistrate, and is still in custody. 

The other case occurred on the 19th November when two Tientsin 
men were set upon in a tea shop, by four Tientsin rowdies armed with 
Japanese swords and knives, and were cut in different parts of the 
body in a barbarous manner. The wounded men were at once taken 
to the hospital Shantung Road, and attended to by Dr. McLeod. 
One died on the 16th December, the other recovered. Two of the 
assailants were arrested at the time, these were taken to the Mixed 
Court and sent into the City, the other two were arrested’in the City 
and detained there. The two wounded men had just obtained the 
monopoly of supplying tea to visitors at one of the theatres, and had

refused to give money to other unemployed Tientsin men, who 
revenged themselves by wounding the men as described above. 

here have been reported to the police five cases of jin-ric-sha 
coolies taking sailors into the Country, or to lonely places; and there 
robbing them. The coolies in four of the cases have been arrested, in 
three cases they were convicted and sentenced to imprisonment, in one 
case the coolie was dismissed, the Court being of opinion that no 
robbery had been committed. ' 

A new column has been added to the list of crimes, to show the 
number of cases of “Cruelty to Animals” the cases are mostly where 
ponies have been found working with galled shoulders, &e. 

There is also a column showing the number of jin-ric-sha coolies, 
brought to the stations for being dirty in themselves, or for having 
vehicles unfitting to Py for hire. 

The prisoners at the Central and Hongkew Stations are periodically 
inspected by the Health Officer, and at the beginning of his year an 
arrangement was made to have them inspected daily by a Native doctor, 
who is appointed, and paid by the Mixed Court Magistrate. 


The following letter refers to services rendered by the police to 
the Austro-Hungarian Consulate-General :— 


Suanowar, 20th August, 1881. 


Srr,—On the 14th March last the Austrian subject Josephine Ferencz died in 
her house ‘ The Welcome Tavern,” French Yang-king-pang, unattended by any- 
one but by her boy Chau Chun-yuen, a native of Shanghai. Her death was re- 
ported to Mr. Binos, Superintendent of the French Municipal Police, who at once 
informed me of the circumstance, 

The death occurred at 6 a.m. and at 9 I was already in the deceased’s honse 
and fixed the Consular seals on all the doors and effects, while ail the valuables 
found there were brought by me to the Consulate. 

The deceased was believed to have owned more valuables than were found on 
the spot, for instance a gold watch with chain, but at the time of her death it was 
impossible to prove, first that among the deceased’s property there was something 
missing, and secondly to accuse any one of having them in unlawful possession. 

On the 28th July last your Police reported to me that the above-named Chau 
Chun-yuen was arrested for having stolen a gold watch, two gold chains, three 

‘old rings, one gold locket and nine gold coins, property of late Mrs, Josephine 
‘erencz, his former employer. On the 30th the accused was brought before the 
Mixed Court and sentenced there on the 6th instant, to 200 blows and two months” 
imprisonment. 

That the above-mentioned objects were recovered is only due to the vigilance 
and zeal of your foreign Constable Arthur Mack and of the native detective Yau 
A-ni (HEP =), the more so as no one had an idea of the theft committed 4} 


months ago. 

In bringing these facts to the notice of the Council, I avail myself of this op- 
portunity to convey to you, Mr. Chairman, my respectful thanks for the very effi- 
ey Lh fees the Police have thus rendered to His I. & R. Ap. M.’s Consulate~

The following Proclamations received through the Senior Consul 
have been allowed to be posted in the settlement during the year :— 


Speculation in Dollars. f 


Chén, Magistrate of the Mixed Court, etc., issues the following prohibitory 
proclamation : 

The Magistrate has received a despatch from the Taotai, to the effect that the 
native banks and money shops at Shanghai excessively speculate in silver and lend 
money out on exorbitant rates oftinterest, thus getting a strong hold on the people 
and transgressing the law by their usurious and ruinous proceedings, and that he, 
the Taotai, is determined to issue proclamations against this practice, and to put a 
stop to it for ever. He has, therefore, sent me the text of a proclamation on the 
subject, with instructions to have it published everywhere, to punish transgressors 
and to report the same to him, Accordingly, I, the Magistrate, have instituted 
secret inquiries and now issue this prohibitory proclamation for the information of 
all the native banks and money shops in the Settlements. If therefore in future 
foreign dollars are bought and sold, the bargain must be a real and not a feigned 
one, not on speculation, and also the rates of interest must not exceed certain 
limits. It is also not allowed to gather the dollars together and hoard them up 
like grain, in order to force the exchange and to control the money market in an 
unlawful manner. If the Magistrate should receive information of such doings, 
he will proceed against the offenders and report them to the Taotai. No mercy 
will be shown to them. 

Let everybody obey !

Native Doctors, 


Liu, Prefect and Superintendent of Maritime Affairs ; Chén, Magistrate of the 
Mixed Court ; Mook, Magistrate Shanghai district. 

We hereby give notice that it is the duty of all physicians to use their know- 
ledge for the benefit of the people, in time of sickness or danger; and that when 
people are sick, they must be ready to attend upon them whenever they are sent 
for, without regarding the hour of the night or day, or the state of the weather. 


People when sick are always anxious to see the doctor as soon as possible ; ‘bbe 


they retuire his presence as the grain of seed requires the rain, 

If the doctor visits a patient at once, the disease may be checked, and the pa- 
tient may recover ; but if he delays, the sick person will probably become worse ; 
it is therefore necessary that all sick persons should be attended to at once, as then 
there will be no danger of death. 

At present all doctors appear to think that they possess great skill, and not 
only charge large fees for visiting the sick, but insist upon being paid the full hire 
of their chair coolies, and they do not care whether the patient recovers or dies, 
provided they get paid their fees. 

Tf they only charge large fees for visiting the rich, it would not much matter, 
but the poor people cannot afford to pay. 

Tn time of sickness doctors must attend to, and prescribe for all classes, they 
ought to think more of the patient, and less of their own profits. 
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These evil practices exist nowhere else to such an extent as in Shanghai, 
where doctors’ fees and chair-coolie hire are higher than in any other place ; be- 
sides which no doctor will go out to visit the sick before the hour “ Woo Tze” (1 
p.m.), the so-called hour for visiting patients at their own houses, whilst some 
spend the day in smoking opium and drinking tea, and will not visit any one till 
late in the afternoon. 

Should a sick person send for one of these he will not visit him until the time 
of ® Sung and Yei” (between 5 and 7 p.m.) 

All doctors who are skilful in their profession should visit patients without 
delay, and if necessary make several visits, charging for each separately ; in this ~ 
manner disease may be checked. 

As sick people are always anxious to see ‘the doctor as soon as possible he 
should not delay his visit, Ifa doctor has a benevolent heart, and wishes to assist 
the people, he will attend to them promptly, and without delay. 

We hereby give notice to all officials and people, both inside and outside the 
city, that if they send for a doctor in the morning and he does not visit them till 
the afternoon, he is only to be paid one half his usual fee, and one half his chair 
hire. 

We the Magistrates, being desirous to aid the people, the doctors should show 
their benevolence by curing diseases as quickly as possible, and should attend upon 
patients whenever they are called upon. 

If you physicsans delay your visits you show your own wickedness ; and sin 
yourselves.

Liu, Maritime Prefect of the Sungkiang Prefecture; Moh, Shanghai District 
| Magistrate ; Chén, Magistrate of the Mixed Court; jointly issue the following 
| proclamation :— 


In the fifth year of Kwang Sii we jointly addressed His Excellency the Tao- 
| tai, and were favoured with his permission to erect the Chi-liu-so, near the Sinza 
" yillage, behind the Ta-wang Temple, for the reception of the poor and sick and 

homeless, This institution has existed now over two years, and has given general 
satisfaction ; doctors for all outer and inner complaints are always in atténdance, 
We are now aware that small-pox is prevalent amongst children, and can hardly 
be avoided. This disease is very dangerous, and its issue is always uncertain ; it 
may be death or disfigurement. Security against this gives’ only one thing, and 
this is vaccination, which, although a foreign invention, can be practised also by 
Chinese doctors. We have now made arrangements in the Chi-liu-so for the prac- 
tice of vaccination, and engaged for this purpose the best and most experienced 
doctors, who can be consulted by the people of the districts north and south of 
Shanghai and in the vicinity of the asylum. The rules to be observed are the same 
as laid down by His Excellency the Taotai for the establishment of public vaccina- 
tion in the city of Shanghai. We now issue this proclamation for the information 
and knowledge of the people in general, You parents, whose babies or grown-up 
children have not been attacked by small-pox, or have not been vaccinated, come 
to the vaccination establishment in the Chi-liu-so, near the Sinza village, which 
will be open from the 15th instant (12th May), to give your names and receive 
your number for the operation, according to the rules given below. This is a very 
good protection from sickness, and in the course of time you will see the benefit of 
it,—An important and special proclamation. 

Kwang Si, 7th year, 4th moon, 9th day (6th May, 1881.) 
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Rules for the Chi-liu-so Vaccination Establishment. 


1.—Babies over six months old, and children under twenty years of age, can» 


be vaccinated ; but if they suffer from any disease or sickness, they cannot be 
admitted. 

2.—After the lapse of a few days after the vaccination on both arms, if the 
children enjoy their food again, and play and laugh as before the operation, it is 
not necessary to give any more medicine or to be afraid of the fresh air ; if the 
same state of things has continued for ten days or so, all may be considered to be 
over. 

3,—Parents, desirous to have their children vaccinated, must come to the asy- 
lum first and take their number, fixing the time and date of the operation ; during 
the first eight days the vaccinated children must be brought to the asylum for 
inspection ; if parents wish that this inspection should take place in their honses, 
they will have to give a certain sum to the doctors for their trouble; the time for 
the inspection at home is to be fixed by the asylum. 

4.—After the vaccination the poor parents receive for every child the sum of 
100 cash, to enable them to buy fragrant mashrooms, bamboo sprouts and salt fish, 
in order to push on the formation of the pustules. If the latter have been well 
developed, the parents must come again to the asylum, when they will receive 200 
eash for the purchase of fruits and flour cakes, Thus pity for the poor is shown, 
and great numbers may avail themselves of the opportunity thus proffered to them,

Extortion, 


Chén, Magistrate of the Mixed Court for the Settlements North of the 
Yang-king-pang, issues the following prohibitory proclamation :— 


In former times it has been the custom amongst the inmates of the huts in the 
country North of Shanghai to eject the sick and infirm people from their houses 
and cast them into the street to die. This has always been for me a cause of great 
grief and commiseration, To prevent such deplorable practice in future, I have 
erected behind the Tawang temple in the Sinza village an asylum (the Chi Lin So) 
for the reception and maintenance of the friendless and forsaken, ‘The institue 
tion which at the time was reported to the Taotai, exists now more than a year. 
Contributions from the merchants and other well-off people were received abund- 
antly, and the money used for the benefit of the asylum. Each gift was duly 
acknowledged and a proper receipt given to the donors. It has never happened in 
former times that contributions for the asylum have been demanded by people 
without permission from the proper authority. But it has come to my knowledge 
that at the close of the last year some loafers and people of bad character have been 
going about and trying’ with great audacity to extort money from other people 
under the pretext that they belonged to the asylum, which, as they said was in 
want of funds to buy oil and other things for the New Year’s festivities, Cer- 
tainly this is very bad and not in conformity with good order and law. But as 
the greater part of the shopkeepers knew very well that the money would not go 
to the asylum, they wisely refused to subscribe for the alleged purpose. 

I have been secretly making researches about this affair and issue now this 
proclamation for the better information of the Tipaos and the people in general. 
Should in future somebody dare to extort money under such false pretences, he 
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shall be apprehended, handed over to the Police, and brought before the Mixed Court 
to be punished severely.

} Notice is hereby given that the roads of the Foreign Settlements are always 
kept in good order and clean, and no one is allowed to throw rubbish on them. 
|| This practice has already been prohibited. At present epidemic diseases prevail in 
the Settlements, which are caused by nuisances. The owners of the shops in the 
neighbourhood ought to know of themselves that in the Honan Road there is a 
public market which should always be kept clean. Now a stench is caused by the 
deposit of garbage, and persons who pass the place become sick. Now the 
Municipal Police have been instructed to see that you keep the place clean. 
Again, notice is given to the ti-pao,and shopkeepers in the neighbourhood 
that in future any one who makes, or causes to be made such nuisance, will be 
arrested by the Police and punished at this Court.

The Inspector reports that the roads and alley ways in the Settle- 
ments have been swept and cleaned as usual, the former twice, the 
latter once a day.

being an increase of 4,991 Cart-loads, in addition to which 2,040 loads 
of mud, sand, &c. have been collected from the side channels. 

The street sinks have been cleaned, once a month, but as many of 
them got choked he suggests that some should be cleaned more 
frequently, and recommends the employment of six additional coolies 
one cart and one boat for this purpose. 
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The number of nuisances reported during the year has been 
unusually small. 

The night soil contractor has performed his work in a satisfactory 
manner and few complaints have been made against him, or his coolies 
during the year. 

The roads in the settlement, and the Bubbling Well road have 
been watered on 226 days during the year. 

The side channels of the Nankin road where the market is held, 
were washed down daily, and disinfected with Carbolic Acid during the 
Summer months, and all the public urinals &c. have been washed twice 
daily and disinfected with Carbolic Acid or Chloride of Lime. 

Two additional Street sweeping Machinesand a road Scraper have 
been got out from England. 


Larrines. 


The Inspector of nnisances having directed the attention of the 
Council in his report for 1880, to the great want of Native latrines in 
the settlement, and recommended that two or three should be con- 
structed on some of the vacant lots of ground in different localities, the 
Surveyor was instructed if possible to arrange with the owners for some 
kind of latrines to be placed on them. F 

This however it was found could not be done, owing to the 
disinclination of Owners to allow latrines to be built on their ground, 
and an attempt was then made to rent some Chinese houses for the 
purpose, which also failed for the same reason. 

On 30th April H. B. M. Consul forwarded to the Council copy of 
a letter from the British Assessor at the Mixed Court directing atten- |/ 
tion to the number of Chinese summoned before the Court for com- | 
mitting nuisances, and recommending the establishment of public 
privies and urinals in many parts of the settlements. 

On receipt of this letter the Council proposed to build a latrine on 
the vacant piece of ground belonging to the Municipality situated 
between the Canton and Foochow roads, but on their intention be- 
coming known the Owner of the adjoining lot protested against it, 
stating that if latrine was placed there he would be unable to get any 
tenants for the houses he had just built in the neighbourhood, so this 
place had to be given up. 

As all the vacant lots in the settlement are now being rapidly 
covered with buildings and the population is almost daily increasing, 
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the want of public latrines will naturally be felt more and more each 
succeeding year, whilst there is less probability than ever, that ar- 
rangements can be made to supply the want.

Srr,—I have the honour to draw your attention to the number of cases which 
have recently occurred in the Mixed Court of Chinese summoned by the Municipal 
Council for committing nuisance within the Settlement, 

The practice has been for the Court to inflict a fine of twenty cents or in 
default of payment to send the prisoner to jail for twenty-four hours. Imprison- 
ment is no doubt a heavy punishment for so trifling an offence, but the necessity of 
preserving the cleanly condition of the Settlement has been considered of sufficient 
importance to warrant the punishment. 

With the spread of foreign houses on the baikes of the Soochow Creek there 
has been an increased call upon the Police to abate the nuisance in that neighbour- 
hood caused by Chinese resorting to it for purposes of nature. The Police have 
done their duty and a considerable number of Chinese have to their surprise found 
themselves sudtenly in the Mixed Court. As the greater part of them are not 
residents in this locality, itis highly probable that they were unaware that this part 
of the Settlement had recently been considered as on the same footing as the rest, 
and that nuisances in it were prohibited. 

In view of the health of the Settlement, it is inadvisable to suspend an inflic- 
tion of a punishment for nuisances, but it is exceedingly to be desired that the 
necessity for a punishment should be removed, and for this reason I think it right 
to ask you to bring the matter to the notice of the Municipal Council, and to 
suggest the establishment of public privies and urinals in many parts of the Settle- 
ment. There is, I know, a difficulty in the selection of suitable sites, but the fact 
that a vast portion of the daily labourers in Shanghai are not residents, makes it 
necessary to provide in some way for them,

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your despatch of 30th ult., 
with an enclosure from Mr. Carles, pointing out the necessity of providing latrines 
for the use of the coolies frequenting the Settlement. 

The subject has been constantly before the Council, who are always endea- 
vouring to get sites, but landholders generally are averse to selling portions of their 
land to the Council for this purpose. 

Again, latrines have in former years been erected where sites have been obtained, 
but they have become a serious nuisance to the neighbourhood, from the disinclina- 
tion of the Chinese to make proper use of them, preferring as they do to relieve 
themselves outside instead of inside the latrine. 

I am informed that the majority of the tea-houses which are scattered so 
thickly over the Settlements, provide latrines which passers-by, as well as the 
customers of the tea-house, are freely allowed to use, and Mr. Penfold assures me 
that there is no occupied part of the Settlements where such a convenience cannot 
be found within a very moderate distance. ‘The value to the Chinese of the human 
excrement confirms the probability of this statement. 

Meanwhile the Council does not lose any opportunity of acquiring desirable 
sites for latrines,

Hive Cunine EstasiisHMentT in Honakew.

S1r,—I beg to inform you that a raw hide-curing establishment has lately been 
started by a Chinese subject at the old railroad station, Hongkew, within the Mu- 
nicipal jurisdiction, in a house, Municipal No. 1472, immediately at the left hand 
side of my private residence. Especially with this trying weather and with such 
sickness which at present prevails all over the Settlements, combined with the 
horrible smell of the raw hides while undergoing process of curing, seems impossible 
to bear. The smell not only effects the health of myself and wife, who are now 
under medical treatment, bat several complaints have also been made of the un- 
healthy state by the neighbouring residence. Also that, when taking our meals in 
the morning or in the evening, it seems impossille to evade the piercing odour 
penetrating through the meat and elsewhere, The proprietor not only allowed 
the same (above referred to) to be carried on within the Settlement, but also 
wash the hides while in a decomposed state in the river ; the water of which river 
thousands of human beings are daily using, thereby it effects in a great measure 
the health of the whole community. 

Under these circumstances I beg earnestly to pray that the Municipal autho- 
ritiés would kindly take the matter into consideration and adopt a means to put a 
stop to this nuisance, I will ever be thankful.

The Inspector of Nuisances has inspected the establishment to which you refer, 
and reports that it is not what is generally understood as a hide-curing place, but 
is merely temporarily occupied by the proprietor of a native medicine-shop about 
to be opened in Honan Road, for preparing his medicines, &c., until his new pre- 
mises are ready. 

The hides to which you refer are skins of asses which form part of his stock, 
and are undergoing a process of cleaning and drying, which will be completed in 
eight or ten days. In the meantime he has-promised to have the skins washed in 
a water kong and not in the Creek, and to dry them some distance out in the 
country, so you will not be further inconvenienced by the smell from them,

GuNPOWDER IN SETTLEMENT. 


In March last the Superintendent of Police reported that 42 
cases each containing 50 lbs. Gunpowder had been found stored in a 
house in Nankin Road, and that as a precautionary measure he had 
removed them to the Magazine at the Central Station, 

The Council then decided to bring the facts to the notice of the 
Mixed Court Magistrate and to have the owner of the Gunpowder 
prosecuted for a breach of By-Law 33 which rendered him liable to a 
fine of $250. 

Soon afterwards they were informed through the Senior Consul 
that the powder belonged to the Chinese Military Authorities and at 
the request of the Mixed Court Magistrate, it was decided to return the 
Gunpowder to them. r

Srr,—I have the honour to make the following communication :— 

On the 12th instant I received a communication from the Superintendent of 
Police that the compradore of a foreign hong had stored forty odd cases of gun- 
powder in a house in Nanking Road, saying that this was to be only temporarily. 
The Superintendent adds that it is against the Regulations of the Settlements, and 
that he had therefore ordered the gunpowder to be brought to the powder magazine 
in the Municipal Compound. He also wished to know if the powder should be 
returned to the compradore or not. I have replied that he should keep the powder 
for the present and await a further communication, 

Now shortly afterwards I received a despatch from H.E. the Taotai, stating 
that he had received a letter from Hai Chi-ting, a 'Weiyvan in the Military De- 
partment of the right division, to the effect that he had in his charge forty-two 
cases of gunpowder, which, the vessel, wherein the same were to be shipped, not 
having arrived in port, and it being a rainy day, had been taken by the Police to 
the Municipal Compound ; as he was not acquainted with the rules of the Settle- 
ments, he requested that orders might be given for the delivery of the cases in 
question, The Taotai therefore instructed me to investigate the matter. Whilst 
doing so, I received another despatch from the Taotai stating that he had received 
a letter from Major Chang Sheng-chiian, Superintendent of the Powder Works, to 
the effect that the gunpowder wanted for the spring drill of the right division, on 
the 10th instant, at noon, Hai Weiyuan had received 2,100 pounds in forty-two 
cases, which were all properly labelled and sealed and were brought on wheelbar- 
rows to Shanghai. As this gunpowder received by Hai Weiyuan and the gun- 
powder Major Chang has been reporting on, is, according to weight, etc, one and 
the same, the Taotai directs me again to get it back from the Police, 

Communiceting to you the above facts, I beg to request you that you will 
kindly issue a document, by which you authorise me to receive the powder from 
the Police, in order to hand it over to the military authorities,

Council, to whom the Super- 
jntendent of Police has handed your letter of 17th instant, have requested me to 
reply that they think it will be safer for the Police if warrants for the arrest of 
stragglers or deserters from ships-of-war are countersigned by the Consul of the 
nationality of the ship in every case, This is the course adopted at present with 
deserters from British ships. 

It is very doubtful whether in the event of a deserter resisting the Police, 
your paper of authority, which on the face of it appears to be only the offer of a 
reward, would justify the Police before a Court in using force to consummate his 
arrest ; and it would be desirable, if practicable, that the deserter, when arrested, 
should be delivered up at your Consulate, as the Police ran an unnecessary risk in 
taking prisoners off in a sampaa.

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of 
yesterday’s date, wherein you inform me that some offers of rewards for the ap- 
prehension of deserters from the United States ship Monocacy have been sent to 
the Municipal Police, and that as it has been customary for the Police to execute 
these, I am requested to inform the Council whether this course is still to be car- 
ried out. 

In answer, I beg to say that formerly almost all commanding officers of the 
United States war-vessels visiting this port made such cases the subject of official 
communication to this office, inclosing descriptive lists with a request that the 
offenders might be apprehended ; based upon such communications, warrants were 
issned by the Consul-General to the United States Marshal of this Consulate, or 
any member of the Shanghai Municipal Police, authorising the arrest. Such a course 
Iconsider not only the correct one, but by far the most satisfactory, and, that so 
long as commanders of United States vessels can procure the arrests of deserters 
or stragglers upon warrants duly signed by the United States Consul-General by 
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simply making an official request to this office to that effect, the police authorities 
of Shanghai can hardly be justified in arresting deserters and stragglers from these 
vessels in the absence of such authorities,

Markets. 


The Inspector reports that he has daily inspected the markets 
from which Foreigners are supplied and has found them well provided 
with good and wholesome articles of food. Beef has been good except 
during the months of July, August, and December ; Mutton has been 
good and plentiful, and Fish, Game and Vegetables have been in good 
supply. ' 

No seizure of bad meat has been made in the market but 8 oxen 
and 1 sheep were rejected as unfit for foreign consumption. 

During the year the number of animals slaughtered for foreign

The Native Dairies in the settlements have been inspected every 
fortnight, and the cattle found free from epidemic disease; there were 
847 head in the dairies on 30th December. 

The ponies kept at the Native Livery Stables have always been in 
good health but at times a good many were found to be in poor condi- - 


tion. 
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Marker tn Matoo. 


The attention of the Council has again been directed to the desira- 
bility of removing the Market from the Maloo to some other part of the 
settlement, owing to the i inconvenience it causes to a large number of 
residents, more particularly about the time of the Spring and falar 
Race Meetings. 

After giving the subject their best consideration, and with every 
desire to meet the wishes of the ratepayers the Council were unani- 
mously of opinion that it is quite impossible to find an equally suitable 
and convenient place for a market in any other part of the settlement. 

It was suggested that the market might*be moved either to the 
Fokien or Hoopeh Roads, between the Maloo and the Soochow Creek, 
where there is not very much traffic, but after fully considering this 
suggestion the Council decided that it is not advisable to move the 
market from the widest street in the settlement to another which is not 
only narrower, but is less conveniently situated. 

The Superintendent of Police however has been instructed always 
to have a sufficient number of constables stationed in the Maloo so as 
the keep the centre of the street clear for carriage traffic. 


Carrie Praaug. 


On the 7th February a Native cow at Tai Ho dairy in the French 
Concession was found to be diseased, and two days afterwards it was 
examined by the Health Officer who pronounced it to bea hopeless case 
of cattle disease. 

The cow along with its calf was removed from the dairy and taken 
toaplace in the country about a quarter of a mile distant, so soon as the 
proprietor ascertained that it was diseased. 

On 18th September the Cattle in Mr. Shaw’s dairy Pootung were 
attacked with Rinderpest, and by the end of the month he'had lost the 
whole of his Stock numbering 88 head in all. 

As the cows died they were buried at the back of the premises, 
the carcases being well covered with quick lime, and Carbolic Acid. 

Since then no other cases of Cattle disease have appeared in, or 
about the Settlements. : : 


HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT 


FOR 


1881. 


The deaths of one hundred and eleven foreigners have been re- 
gistered in Shanghai during the year 1881. A detailed statement of 
these will be found on page 74 of this report. At page 75 the deaths 
which took place among the actual residents are given separately. (a) 
The deaths of fourteen children have been registered during the year, 
and these will be found tabulated at page 75. 


Age was ascertained in a hundred and one cases :—

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Amongst adults the deaths of 72 men and 25 women were 
registered ; while ofinfantsand young children who died during the year, 
6 were males and 8 females. () Nationality was registered in a 
hundred and five cases, the distribution being as follows :—Great 
Britain 51, America 18, Portugal 9, France 7, Germany 5, Manila 
4, Malay 4, Sweden 3, Denmark 2, Poland 2, Spain 1, Norway 1, 
Switzerland 1, Belgium 1, Russia 1, Japan 1. 

For the sake of comparison with past years the table of death 
rates given in former reports may be extended. The entire foreign 
population, resident and non-resident, is estimated at 8,000. 


(a) Six months spent continuously in Shanghai are taken to constitute residence 
in this as in former reports. In making up these returns the separation of Resi- 
dents from Non-Residents is always attended with some difficulty, and the results 
are, I believe, seldom absolutely correct. 

(6) The limited census taken in 1880 gives 1,171 men and 502 women ; this 
however did not include the shipping, which would have added considerably to the 
number of the males,

The increase in the foreign death rate during 1881 was effected 
during the last half of the year, when 76 deaths were registered, to 
which the months of September and October alone contributed 44, 
Forty-seven adult Residents died last year, the average number for 
the past seven years, (c) being thirty-five. 

This increase in the death-rate is coincident with :—Ist. A season of 
remarkably trying weather, in which the heat of a comparatively 
cool summer was unduly prolonged into the autumn months, and was 
accompanied nearly throughout by much rain and sudden changes of 
wind. From the earliest days of the Settlement a close connection has 
been observed between the occurrence of damp heat and an increase 
in the number of cases of disease, especially of those diseases which, like 
Dysentery Diarrhea and Cholera, affect specially the organs of digestion. 
Reasoning from what we know of growth generally, we can have little 
doubt that heat and moisture are the conditions which favour the 
development and multiplication of those germs, in which we have every 
day more and more reason to believe, many diseases take their origin. 
These are moreover the conditions, which, when excessively developed 
or unduly prolonged, produce invariably among men a loss of 
healthy vigour, marked in individuals, by relaxation of tissue, by 
pallor due to blood impoverishment, and often by progressive loss of flesh 
with diminished appetite for food ; that such conditions indicate, so 
far as disease is concerned, diminished power of resistance, can I think 
scarcely be questioned. 2nd. An increase in the native population. 
This has been steadily progressive since 1870, as shewn by the census 
returns, which give for that year 75,047 as compared with 95,662 in 


(c) A separate statement of the deaths among adult Residents was first given 
in these reports in 1874, 
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1876, and 107,812 in 1880. Such an increase to our numbers, so far 
as the public health is concerned, cannot be regarded as otherwise than 
unfortunate. It means, beyond all question, overcrowding at first 
in certain quarters of the Settlement, and in the end doubtless, an 
extension of native dwelling houses over all vacant land within 
the Municipal limits. It means, speaking generally, increased diffi- 
culties in the way of practical sanitation, tedious to recapitulate here, 
but detailed in many previous reports, (d ) and probably easily realized, 
even by those who ure not in any way brought practically in 
contact with the details of such work. 8rd. An increase in the 
foreign population. This is only moderate, and has been mainly effected 
by additions to the number of women and children. It may be asked 
why the number 38,000 given on page 58, has not been chan- 
ged to suit these altered circumstances, but it is to be noticed 
that that number was never intended as more than approxi- 
mative, the reason for its adoption being given in a foot note to the 
first page of my report for 1876. The floating population is an uncertain 
item in all calculations in Shanghai, and this section of the community 
contributes largely to the general death returns. Had the census taken 
in 1880 embraced the French Concession and the Shipping, I should 
of course have given more exact figures, but that return was limited to 
the Settlement North of the Yang-king-pang, Pootung, and the Opium 
Ships. For statistical purposes we have still much need ofa carefully taken 
census which shall embrace the whole foreign community, and which, 
in addition to mere numbers, shall give a return of age, condition, 
occupation and duration of residence, For reasons detailed in 1870 (¢) 
the death rate given in these reports is not intended for comparison 
with the returns of similarly peopled towns at home, and ought not 
to be so used,

(e) The conditions peculiar to Shanghai are thus enumerated :— 

Ist, The marked absence of the aged, or of such as may be said to have passed 
the prime of life ; and in proportion to the population, the small number of infants 
and young children. The average age of the Shanghai residents is probably not 
much over eight and twenty, (the average is now perhaps higher) a period at which 
the dangers peculiar to adolescence may be considered past, while the infirmities 
of age are still sufficiently far remowed, 2nd. The original selection of good lives 
which emigration to China to a considerable extent secures. 3rd. The practice of 
invaliding home, or at least of removing from the Settlement, a large proportion of 
those who exhibit constitutional delicacy, and such as suffer from severe indisposition 
other than that attending on really acute disease. 4th. The rarity of that degree 
of poverty which leads to a difficulty in procuring what are correctly termed the 
necessaries of life. 
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Sprctat Diszases oF THE YEAR. 


Cholera.—Thirteen deaths during the past year are certified as 
due to Cholera, of which however only two belong to the Resident 
Population. The dates, duration, &c. of these are given separately in 
the table appended; and may be compared with the particulars given 
of two similar outbreaks in 1877 and 1878 (see Health Ofticer’s 
Reports for these years.

Besides these cases there is one death registered in September 
from Pernicious Fever to which the qualification “ Choleriform” is ap- 
pended.(f) There is also one death registered in October as due to 
Choleraic Diarrhea. Altogether twenty-eight cases of Cholera were 
treated in the General Hospital. The returns of the Shantung Road 
Native Hospital shew twenty-seven cases treated between June and 
November, with nine deaths, one or two cases of Simple Cholera being 
perhaps included in these. There was however a fatal case in June, one 
in July, and one in August, shewing that the disease existed among the 


(f) This deserves attention as expressing the view taken by some medical 
men of this disease ; the point is noticed in connection with some cases of so- 
called “dry ” cholera among the natives in my Report for 1876, page 3. m 
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Natives before it appeared among Foreigners. Two of the fatal cases 
affecting Foreigners came under my own immediate observation, and 
both of these presented the usual symptoms by which Malignant 
Cholera is recognised, and which have already been sufficiently detailed 
in these reports. 

Tn the past year, as in former years, Cholera has selected its victims 
chiefly from among the Ships lying in the River. Thus, of the twenty- 
eight cases treatedin the General Hospital, all were seamen or men 
connected with the shipping. Among the residents there were, as 
already stated, but two fatal cases, and I know of but one other, which 
terminated in recovery. This selection is evidently a matter closely 
connected with individual hygiene, and as such calls for special notice, 

Few who have witnessed the phenomena exhibited in a case of true 
Cholera can fail to have been struck by the close resemblance which 
these bear to the results which follow the administration of an irritant 
poison by the mouth, and how little they have in common with the effects 
produced by any of the known poisons which can be administered through 
the lungs by inhalation. In view of this, and in consideration of the 
evidence now accumulated to prove the spread of the disease by drinking 
water contaminated by the discharges of the sick, it seems reasonable 
to regard Cholera as probably always the result of a swallowed poison ; 
sporadic cases, or a limited outbreak in a community, being probably 
always due to a poison swallowed along with certain articles of food 
or drink consumed by the individuals attacked. (g). This is the 
view which I have myself, for some time past, taken of the 
disease as we see it, now every summer, in Shanghai. If it is correct, 
much that is otherwise puzzling in the selection of the cases can be 
explained, and prevention would seem to be, to a large extent, within 
the power of individuals. Alcoholic excesses, insufficient or improper 
food, over fatigue, and undue exposure, are to be regarded as predis- 
posing causes only, which act by lessening the power of resistance 
possessed by the individual, or by preparing, so to speak, a suitable soil 
for the subsequent development of the poison; such predisposing causes 
must be avoided, and it is obvious that while some can be altogether 
eliminated, others can only be dealt with partially, according to the 
individual circumstances of the case. ‘rue protection should however 


(g) It is conceivable, that under circumstances of true epidemic prevalence, 
the Cholera poison may be so freely generated, and so widely diffused, as 
to load even the air with its germs, and that the respiratory act alone may be 
sufficient to convey the poison into the mouth of the victim; but where the out- 
break is limited or the cases scattered, it is difficult to believe that the air hag 
acted as the carrier. 


a 
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be sought, not in the wearing of cholera belts or in a nice adjustment 
of diet and regimen, but in the careful avoidance of all such articles of 
food or drink as may reasonably be supposed capable of conveying the 
Cholera germ unaltered into the stomach of the consumer. It is not 
of course certain that these germs can be destroyed, or have their 
poisonous properties attenuated, by the act of boiling, but, reasoning 
from some analogies, this seems probable, and so, when Cholera prevails, 
special care should be taken to avoid any article of food or drink which 
has not been first carefully subjected to this process. Water, as probably 
one of the best carriers of the poison, should be boiled and filtered be- 
fore being drunk, and no householder can affirm that this precaution has 
been properly taken, unless he has himself seen the process of boiling 
fully carried out for at least five minutes before the water is poured 
into the filter. The time required for the personal superintendance of 
such details cannot however be always conveniently spared, and the 
difficulty experienced has led to the introduction in a few private houses 
of a small distilling apparatus as part of the kitchen furniture. This 
is an excellent plan and deserves to be widely adopted, especially in 
houses where there are children, or where the consumption of water 
is large; it gives a security which itis difficult to obtain in any other way. 
(hk) The sailor who mixes his glass of coarse spirit in the Tavern with 


(h) The first cost of such an apparatus, from ten to fifteen dollars, is the chief 
expense, the increased consumption of fuel being a comparatively trifling item, 
The water so prepared should be subsequently filtered for the purpose of aeration, 
and will then be found both wholesome and palatable. Enteric Fever, or as it is 
still sometimes termed “Infantile Remittent Fever,” is very common among 
children in Shanghai, and, I believe, frequently arises from the use of impure 
water. A child when thirsty will take the water from ewers and basins unless 
carefully watched, or, if old enough, specially cautioned against doing so, The 
native nurses are no doubt sometimes to blame, and should be warned against 
allowing children to drink water in the bath-rooms, or outside their houses trom 
the kongs, ete. : 

As illustrating the danger which may arise in Shanghai from this source, _ 
I qnote the following from my report for 1875 :— 

“In this (a previous report) I drew particular attention to certain interruptions 
“in the removal of the night soil dependant on the fact that at certain seasons the 
“demand for manure ceased in the country * * * * An interruption of this kind 
“ocenrred last year in the beginning of September, and the heavy rains which fell 
‘at the same time occasioned the overflow of one or two of the public latrines, 
The work of removal is universally managed in Shanghai under contract with 
“the Chinese ; and at this time one of the contractors fearing to lose his wages 
“through non-fulfilment of his contract, had recourse to the simple expedient of 

_ “emptying several boat loads of night soil into the Soochow Creek, at: no great 
“ distance above the Stone Bridge * * * How often this has happened in the past 
“it is impossible to say, but, knowing what we do of the Natives, it seems unlikely 
“ that this is a solitary case of deliberate water pollution committed by the scaven- 
“gers.” Itisa well known fact, of which any one may convince himself by a walk 
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water drawn directly from the River or the Creek, doubtless often swallows 
a fatal dose of the poison, to the action of which his previous intemper- 
ance has rendered him peculiarly susceptible; but the same man may 
as surely meet his death in consuming the watered milk supplied to 
his ship from the dirty Native Dairy, Milk, an-animal fluid itself, is 
doubtless a good carrier of animal poisons, and requires special atten- 
tion; unless its purity can be absolutely guaranteed, it should be boiled 
before being drunk. Even the bottles in which it is delivered at the 
house of the consumer may be a source of danger, unless washed in 
water which has been thoroughly purified. Uncooked salads should 
be avoided because subjected in the market gardens, to direct excre- 
mental pollution, and because, for the most part, washed in unfiltered 
water. I have never known Cholera to spread in Shanghai from the 
sick man to his attendants, but the hands of those engaged in the sick 
room should be carefully washed, especially when they are, as they 
must of necessity often be, soiled with the discharges, 

From 1866 to 1874 inclusive, so faras can be ascertained, there were no 
cases of Choleraamong Foreigners in Shanghai, but during that interval, 
nearly every year, and generally during the summer months, rumours 
were current of a more or less serious mortality among the natives, 

- dependant on a disease which in its reported symptoms, rapid course, 
and frequently fatal termination, seemed at least closely to resemble 
Cholera.(i) In 1876 nine deaths among Foreigners are certified as 
due to Cholera, and the matter now stands as follows :—

(i) Cases of this kind were from time to time treated in one or other of 
the Native Hospitals, and the diagnosis of Cholera seems to have been almost 
established.

We must, I fear, consider this disease as endemic in Shanghai, 
and needing only favouring conditions—chief amongst which are dirt 
and overcrowding—to assume epidemic proportions. This is a serious 
consideration, which should stimulate to renewed exertion all who are 
entrusted with the care of the public health. Much good may be ex- 
pected to follow the completion of the new Water Works, but a purer 
and more abundant water supply is by no means our only require- 
ment. The interiors as well as the exteriors of the native dwelling 
houses need constant supervision, and there is much still to be 
done in the cleansing, and keeping clean, of courts and alley- 
ways in the Chinese quarters. ‘The arrangements made for the 
collection and removal of the night soil is in many places still 
very defective; and the excremental pollution of waste lands within 
Municipal limits requires attention. If the power possessed by the 
authorities to deal with such matters is insufficient, then no means 
must be left untried to secure the active co-operation of the property 
owners, in work on which I can without exaggeration affirm our very 
lives depend. 

Diphtheria.—Two deaths from Diphtheria in the month of April 
deserve special notice. This is the second year in which Diphtheria 
appears in the Shangbai Death Register, but in 1872, before the: in- 
troduction of medical death certificates, a foreign child was stated to 
have died of this disease ; this case was however I believe imported 
from the north. It was seen by three of the resident medical practi- 
tioners, and the diagnosis was confirmed; the age of the child is 
not recorded. 

In 1876 one adult resident, a Police Constable, is certified to have 
died of Diplitheria, and some details of the case are given in the Health 
Officer’s Report for that year. The event was solitary so far as the 
foreign population was concerned, and no similar case was known to 
have occurred at the time among the natives. 

In January of 1881, a foreign child, aged eight years, was certified 
to have died of a Malignant Sore-throat of diphtheritic character, the 
disease occurring as a complication of Typhoid Fever. This was the 
first intimation given last year of the development of this special poison 
in the Settlement. Among foreigners the case was, I believe, solitary, 
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and no disease of a like nature was at that time, even rumoured to 
have occurred among the natives. Special enquiry was made from 
time to time, but it was not till the month of April, akout the time 
when the two deaths first referred to took place, that cases of sore- 
throat were reported to have occurred, and even in some instances to 
have proved fatal, among native children. During March, cases of 
sore-throat were prevalent among foreign children in the Settlement, 
and, in one or two instances, were regarded by the medical attendants 
as diphtheritic in character. In one of these, seen by myself, the exud- 
ation, which appeared first on the tonsils, was characteristic and 
abundant, and was accompanied by swelling of the glands at the angles 
of the jaw; there was marked constitutional disturbance with a 
heightened temperature (102 F.); the breathing in the second week 
was embarrassed from laryngeal obstruction, and the voice at one time 
nearly extinguished. In a family of five children however, this case 
was solitary ; convalescence was early established and uninterrupted. 

The two deaths in April, certified as due to Diphtheria, occurred 
‘in a family of five children, four of whom suffered from sore- 
throat. The first, a child of eight years, was taken ill in the 
beginning of March, and the second, aged eleven, was attacked 
towards the end of the same month. These were regarded simply 
as cases of tonsilitis with ulceration; the local manifestation was 
however tolerably severe, and convalescence, in both, was slowly 
established. The two fatal cases occurred in April; one, a child of 
sixteen months, was taken ill on the 19th of the month, and the other, 
aged four, on the 2lst. These last were well marked examples of 
Diphtheria in a malignant form. They were fatal, the first on the 
eleventh day, and the second on the seventh day. In consequence of 
laryngeal obstruction tracheotomy was performed in both cases, in the 
first on the sixth, and in the second on the fifth, day of the illness. The 
deaths were due to general blood poisoning, a further extension of the 


exudation membrane appearing, in the second case, to hasten the fatal . 


event. 

"Tt may appear strange that a disease so widely spreadas Diphthe- 
ria, and a disease moreover so well known in at least one other part of 
the Empire, should so rarely have appeared in Shanghai. It must 
however be borne in mind, that among the Chinese, while anything 
like an epidemic would surely come to the knowledge of Foreigners, 
yet scattered cases of contagious disease, may, and do, occur within 
the limits of the Settlements, concerning which nothing definite can 
ever be ascertained. Mr. Chung-Foo, the well known assistant in the 
Shantung Road Hospital, tells me, that, he has for many years past 


. 
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from time to time heard rumours of a throat disease among the natives 
in Shanghai which killed rapidly, and which affected adults as well as 
children; daring last April he heard the rumours to which I have 
already referred. Mr. Chung-Foo has however never seen a case of 
the kind himself, and his opportunities are necessarily very great.(j) I 
shall shortly bring before the Watch Committee a scheme by which I 
hope to obtain an accurate return of the native deaths in Shanghai, 
and at the same time to gather some more reliable information regard- 
ing the nature of prevailing disease than we have hitherto been able to 
collect. 


Dysentery.—Seven deaths from Dysentery were registered during 
1881. This disease, in one or two instances last autumn, exhibited a 
malignancy of type fortunately not often seen now in Shanghai. In two 
of these cases, which came under my own more immediate observation, 
signs of general blood poisoning were recognised almost from the first 
and the progress to a fatal terminution was remarkably rapid, being 
apparently uninfluenced by treatment. In neither of these cases was 
any examination made of the body after death, but extensive destruction 
of the lining membrane of the bowel could safely be inferred in both 
from the symptoms during life. At page 5 of my report for 
1878 there is a special reference to this form of Dysentery. During 
the autumn of that year several cases of the kind occurred, and chiefly 
in the practice of one Physician, who registered them under the de- 
signation of “Typhoidal Dysentery”; a foot note is appended in the 
report defining the exact meaning of the qualification “ typhoidal,”— 
perhaps unnecessarily, as it would seem the term is in common use, 
in the same way as malignant, adynamic, and the like, to distinguish 
asthenic forms of the disease. I should myself prefer the appella- 
tion “diphtheritic,” as probably correctly indicating the morbid 
process in the intestine, and more clearly distinguishing the cases from 
the catarrhal forms of the disease with which we have commonly to 
deal in Shanghai. 


Enteric Fever —Six deaths from Enteric Fever have been registered 
during 1881, and several case of the same disease, of more or less gravity 
but terminating in recovery, were treated in.the Settlement during the 
year. The frequent occurrence of this Fever among Foreigners in Shang-

are, I am informed, terms applied by the Chinese to designate two forms of severe 
sore-throat ; the second is supposed by my informants to be specially applicable to 
cases of diphtheria, as indicating a disease which runs a rapidly fatal course, is 
but little amenable to treatment, and frequently ends in death by suffocation. 
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hai during the past few years, has been ascribed by some to a faulty 
condition of the public drains, and appeal has been made to the facts 
that the air in the immediate neighbourhood of the gullies; is at times 
perceptibly tainted with sewer gas; (%) while in two houses, otherwise 
well situated, but in the neighbourhood of which this odour has been 
peculiarly apparent, several cases of the Fever have occurred at intervals 
during the past three years. Without stopping to discuss the special 
connection, if any, which exists between the gas generated in sewers, 
and the development of this special form of Fever, we can at least safely 
affirm that these emanations are prejudicial to health, and if not actually 
productive of definite forms of illness, lead to a general constitutional 
deterioration, which renders those subjected to their influence less able to 
withstand the onset of specific forms of disease, Such odours are moreover 
offensive, constituting a “nuisance” of a very objectionable kind. 
From the nature of the gronnd it is difficult to give sufficient fall to 
drains, especially to the small service drains, in Shanghai. Flushing 
(2 is a matter which still remains to be tested in the sewers; the 
Surveyor however assures me that these are as yet quite free from 
deposit ; that they are thoroughly efficient for the purpose of remov- 
ing the rainfall is sufficiently apparent. No special provision has as 


(k) The same complaint was made in 1873. In the Health Officer’s 
Report for that year the following passage occurs:—* The public sewers 
“are considered by some to have been chiefly concerned in spreading these (Enteric) 
“ Fevers * * * It cannot be denied that during the year highly offensive effluvia have 
“been noticed on several occasions escaping on the roadway from the trapped com- 
“ munications of these drains with the surface gutters, and actual deposit being absent 
“(as stated by the Council’s Engineer), the conclusion seems inevitable, that de- 
“composing organic matter must still adhere to, or sink into the sides of these 
“channels in sufficient quantity to generate the offensive gases concerning which 
“complaints are made, Ventilation is thus referred to in 1870, ‘*So long as the 
“ gases generated in such drains (Shanghai drains) escape freely on the roadway, they 
“can exercise but little injurious effect on health ; should however such an escape 
“be prevented by the perfection of trapping, these vapors, in a concentrated form, 
“are forced back through the service drains into the dwelling houses, and the dan- 
ger resulting is considerable.”—This risk is increased, where, as in Shanghai, the 
“ mouths of the main drains freely admits a rising tide.” 


(1) Many years ago Dr. Yates, who was at the time a member of the 
Council, proposed to take advantage of the rise and fall of the tides for this 
purpose. High tides it would seem, rise nearly, if not quite, to the highest level 
of the drains, and Dr. Yates proposed by means of suitable dams built at the 
outlet of the sewers, to retain the water until such time as the falling tide left 
these openings well above the water level. He thought that when the sluices were 
then opened, the fall would be sufficient to secure the scouring of the drains, Dr. 
Yates’ proposal was negatived at the time, and was not, I think, again formally 
discussed. The new Water-works may give the facilities needed. A full history 
of all drainage operations undertaken in Shanghai from 1862 down to 1870, was 
compiled by Mr, Alexander Johnston, the late Secretary to the Council. 
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yet been made for ventilation (m). It has always been regarded as a 
matter for special congratulation, that the Shanghai drains, unlike the 
public drains of towns in Europe, are not employed for the removal of 
night soil; () every day however, with an increasing population, 
the fouling of our sewers increases, and, between the refuse of all kinds 
carried off with the surface water, the liquid from public and private 
urinals, kitchen waste, and the washing of native utensils, their contents 
are not such as can be safely left to accumulate and decompose 
underground, It is a mistake to regard the surface water from 
the streets of so large and populous a town as Shanghai has be- 
come, as harmless; the impurity of such water in urban districts 
is often very considerable. In London, where the population is 
dense and the traffic great, the rainfall is said to be “as impure 
as the most impure water found in’ Sewers.” Complete aban- 
donment of these underground channels, and the substitution of a 
system of surface drainage has been suggested as the only 
radical cure for this growing evil; but it seems to me that those 
who advocate this change have not sufficiently considered the 
engineering difficulties which are involved. The dead level on 
which Shanghai is built would, I imagine, interfere seriously to 
prevent sufficient fall being given to the gutters, and the space 
necessary for these side channels could be ill-spared from the 
narrow streets. (0) The Settlement is however now rapidly extend- 


(m) The subject of sewer ventilation engaged the attention of the Council in 
1871, and in 1873 trial was made, in the Honan Road, of surface ventilators pro- 
vided with trays containing charcoal ; these were considered unsuitable and were 
subsequently removed, 


_ (n) For full details regarding the removal of night soil and garbage, see Health 
Officer’s Report for 1871 p. 12 et seq ; the amount of material to be removed has 
increased since this was written, but the methods remain the same. 

(0) Those who recommend surface drainage commonly cite Melbourne as an 
example of what has been effected in this way. Melbourne is built however on 
two hills. and on the valley which separates these. For the benefit of those who, 
like myself, have not visited the town, I venture to quote the following passage from 
Trollope’s, “ Australia and New Zealand,” which scarcely encourages us to hope that 
surface drainage could be easily made to suit Shanghai. “ In speaking of the 
“outward appearance of Melbourne, I must not forget the gutters, which in rainy 
“weather run down each side of the streets like little rivers. There are now 
“bridged over so constantly and go well that they offer practically but little im- 
‘pediment to the walker. In hot weather they often flow with water from the 
“reservoir, and help to cool the town, But in the old days,—when the bridges 
“ were few and far between, or when there were no bridges at all,—it used to be 
“‘a work of danger to get abont. It was then no uncommon thing to hear that 
“another child” had been drowned in Melbourne that morning. -* Again ” it is 
“the width of the streets, chiefly which gives to the city its appearance of mag- 

© nificency.”” 
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ing in every direction, and if any change of system is seriously con- 
templated it ought not to be longer delayed. In the meantime the 
advisability of employing the existing drains, as far as possible, for the 
removal of surface water only, must be admitted by all. A large 
quantity of urine now finds its way into the drains, and their condition 
would be greatly improved if even a portion of this could be removed 
by the Scavengers. Urine decomposes rapidly, and in doing so gives 
off odours of a very offensive kind. Asa manure it is considered to be 
by far the most valuable part of town sewage; compared with the 
solid excreta its value is stated to be as six to one. I am not aware 
that subsoil drainage has ever received special attention in Shanghai, 
although in ground where water is uniformly reached at a depth of 
less than ten feet it is an important consideration. With regard to 
this itis to be noted that in proportion as drains are made water-tight, 
so is their power to remove subsoil water diminuished; the inperfect 
construction of the old drains, while it rendered them totally unfit for 
the conveyance of Sewage, made them probably a sufficient provision 
for the drainage of the subsoil. 


Phthisis.—Thirteen deaths from Phthisis have been registered 
during the year, and this seems of sufficient importance to warrant a 
separate statements of the details —

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It will be seen from this table that seven of the thirteen were 
women, a rather curious fact considering the proportion which adult 
females bear to adult males in Shanghai. Nine of the Residents (as de- 
fined on page 68) suffered. Lung consumption was at one time 
regarded as a rare disease in Shanghai, but the records of the past 
eleven years do not confirm this view. Seventy-seven deaths from 
Phthisis have been registered since 1871 (inclusive), giving an ° 
average of seven for each year; the smallest number registered in one 
year was three, the largest thirteen. 


There are still a few points in connection with the Death Re- 
turns which require notice, and chiefly for the information of the 
medical practitioners whose careful rendering of the certificates has 
made the Register the valuable record it is :-— 


Small Pow.—Two deaths; one, fatal on the eleventh day, certi- 
fied as “confluent,” and one, fatal on the ninth day, stated to have 
occurred in an adult who had never been vaccinated. Znterie Fever.— 
Six deaths; pneumonia is given asa “secondary cause” in two cases, 
and hemorrhage in one case; the case of Malignant sore-throat oc- 
curred as a complication of this fever. Pernicious Fever—Two 
deaths ; qualified as choleriform and algide. Cancer.—T'wo deaths} 
in one the disease affected the intestine and liver, in the other the 
mamma, Heat Apvplery.—One death “in a few hours” in August, 
stated to have occurred while the patient was being conveyed to hos- 
pital. Peritonitis—Two deaths; one supposed to have occurred in 
connection with an abdominal tumour, the other associated with ulcer- 
ation of the bowel. Abscess of Liver—One death; qualified as tropical. 
Cirrhosis of Liver—Yhree deaths; in one case the kidneys are 
stated to have been similarly affected, and in one dysentery is 
given as a “secondary cause.” Under the generic title Bright's 
Disease have been grouped two cases of Kidney Cirrhosis, one of 
chronic Briglit’s Disease, and one of Bright’s Disease, to which last Iam 
myself able to add the qualification acute. The immediate causes of 
death in the three chronie cases are pneumonia, uremia, and 
chronic diarrliwa. Premature Birth—Three deaths; one cer- 
tified as fatal by asphyxia, and one by marasmus. Disease of 
Bone.—Two deaths; one case of chronic inflammation of right Tem- 
poral bone, death from, paralysis and exhaustion, and one case of 
Necrosis of Jaw, death from bronchitis and exhaustion. The Internal 
Injuries, given as the cause of one death, are not specified. Exposure 
to Cold.—Two deaths ; these were tlie result of a shipwreck. 
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An outbreak of Cattle Plague, limited to one foreign Dairy in 
Pootung, wus investigated last September. On the 17th of the month. 
T examined the carcase of one of the cows which had died of the disease 
and recognised the lesions as those of Cattle Plague. The details of 
this outbreak were, I believe, given to the Council by Mr. Howes in 
one of his monthly reports. Besides this, I inspected at Pah-sien-joh 
in February, a foreign cow, from a native Dairy on the French Con- 
cession, which died on the day following my visit, apparently from the 
same disease, 


The outbreak in Pootung could not be traced to its source, but 
my previous investigations (made in 1872, 1873 and 1875, see Health 
Officer’s Reports for these years) have convinced me that the disease 
is endemic in this part of China, and scattered cases may easily occur in 
the surrounding districts without our knowledge. Foreign Cattle are 
probably more susceptible to the poison than the Native Animals, (p) 
and the close companionship of.a Dairy would of course greatly favour, 
if it did not absolutely insure, the spread of the disease, 


Fears have been expressed in Shanghai on many occasions similar 
to the one under discussion, lest the milk of the sick cows should com- 
municate some form of disease to those who inadvertently consumed it. 
Not being myself in possession of facts which could warrant 
me in expressing any decided poison on this point, I may be permitted 
to quote from Mr. George Fleming’s well known work on Veterinary 
Sanitary Science :—“ As with the flesh, so with the milk of Cattle 
suffering from this disease. ‘There is no evidence that its use is likely 
to prove hurtful ; and were it otherwise, the diminution and suppression 
of this fluid at a very early period of the disease must effectually pre- 
vent any accidents, were they likely to occur.”—This early diminution 
and suppression, was specially investigated in Shanghai in 1872. 
From among the many observations which I made then, I reprint the 
following, which I believe fairly represents the order of events in the 


(p) It has been noticed that adult Cattle in districts where “ Anthrax” 
prevails, enjoy a remarkable immunity from that disease, and the cause of this has 
been recently investigated, and the results of the investigation communicated to 
the Academy of Sciences in Paris, The fact was well known to farmers in Bas- 
signy where the disease is common. In Algeria, where animals are moved about 
from place to place the same immunity was not observed. Experiments were made 
confirming the fact. It is suggested as probable that most of the young animals 
in infected districts suffer from this disease, perhaps repeatedly, but only in 
mild aborted forms, and in this way become protected for the rest of their lives, 
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case ofa foreign milch cow, yielding, when in health, from fifteen to 
twenty bottles of milk a day. .

Notwithstanding the want of evidence, I cannot myself believe 
that such milk is wholesome, and it is at least certain that no fo- 
reigner in Shanghai would willingly drink it. My observations more- 
over tend to show that even a careful dairyman might supply such 
milk to his customers during the first day or two of a cow’s illness; 
(q) an ignorant or careless man would almost certainly do so, 


(q) Two inoculation experiments which I made in 1875 show that in this 
disease the Temperature rises before the animal is manifestly ill or refuses to feed. 
(for details of these see Health Officer’s Report for 1875, page 9.)

Roaps. 


Toads on old Race Course—At the beginning of the year some 
of the owners of land on the old Race Course asked the Council 
to sell to them some portions of ground originally acquired in 1872 
from the late Mr. E. M. Smith with the intention of making new roads 
through some of the lots. 

As this intention had been completely abandoned, the ground in 
question was of no use to the Municipality, the Council therefore decid- 
ed to get permission from the ratepayers to dispose of it, and for this 
purpose they brought forward the following resolution at the Annual 
Meeting which was passed unanimonsly. 


Resolution.—That this Meeting under Article VI of the Land Regulations an- 
thorizes the Council to sell or exchange certain strips of land in the neighbourhood 
of the old Race Course, surrendered by the late Mr. E. M. Smith, which are not 
now required for roads. 


The following are the particulars of the portions of ground thus 
disposed of :-— 


A Road forming part of the Yin-wo-ka about 242 feet long and 30 feet 
wide, extending from the Nankin to the Tientsin Road through the property 
belonging to Henry Lester, and registered at H. B. M.'s Consulate as Lot No, 
888, the Title Deed whereof is No. 381 was on the 21st March 1881, sold by 
the Council to the said Henry Lester for one thousand one hundred and twenty- 
seven Taels and fifty cents of Shanghai Sycee. 

A Road forming part of Yin-wo-ka about 234 feet long and 30 feet wide, 
extending from the Tientsin Road to the Ningpo Road through the property 
belonging to Septimus Daly and registered at H.B.M.'s Consulate as Lot No. 
1,272, the Title Deed whereof is No. 1,265, was on the 21st March 1881, sold 
by the Council to the said Septimus Daly for eight hundred and twenty Taels 
of Shanghai Sycee. 

A Road about 240 feet long and about 30 feet wide extending from the 
Hankow Road to the Kiukiang Road through the property purchased from 
‘the Administrators of the estate of the late E. M. Smith, by James Johnston, 
M.D., and registered at the British Consulate as. Lot No. 1,302, the Title 
Deed whereof is No. 1,295, was on the 7th March 1872, sold by the above E. 
M. Smith to the Council, and was afterwards exchanged or surrendered by them 
to him for a portion of the Chekiang Road passing along the west side of the 
said lot of which it formed a part, 
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The Eastern half of a road forming a continuation of the Upper Quangse 
Road, extending in a southerly direction between the Kiukiang and Hankow 
Roads, measuring Om. If. 5/. Oh. sold to Messrs. Jardine Matheson & Co., for 
one hundred and twenty Taels. ‘ 

The Western half (of above), measuring Om. If. 67. 1h. sold by Mr. D. 
M. Henderson for one hundred and twenty-eight Taels and eight mace. 

Part of a Road, being the continuation of the Yin-wo-ka, extending in a 
southerly direction between the Kiukiang and Hankow Roads, measuring 
Om. 1f. 51. 1h. sold to Mr. A. Myburgh for one_hun dred and eighty-one Taels 
and two mace, 


Roads through Mr. Cushny’s property—The following letter ex- 
plains the arrangements made with the Agents of Mr. Cushny about 
the widening of old, and making of new roads through his property 
on the old Race Course, 


SHANGHAI, 23rd March, 1881. 


Dear Srr,—Referring to the writer’s conversation with you, regarding roads 
near lots 425/433 M.C. plan, we beg to state, in writing, the offers which we are 
prepared to make, in order that you may bring the matter under the notice of the 
Municipal Council, or the Works Committee, 

Kwangse Road.—The west side of this road, next lots 426, 428 and 432, is 
nearly quite straight ; but the east side, next lots 429 and 433, is very irregular; 
we should feel obliged if you could arrange for the road to be at least 80 feet 
wide; at present its width varies from 26 to 80} feet. Please note that the 
boundary stones, and not the fence, mark the eastern boundary of lots 426 and 
428, 

Yunnan Road.—We wish the Council to mark off, take over, and make up, 
this road, 30 feet wide, where it crosses lots 425/428; we are prepared to sell, at 
assessed value, a portion of lot 432, for the purpose of making the road.30 feet 
wide where it passes lots 431 and 432. . 

Foochow Road.—This road varies in width, opposite lots 425 and 426, from 
24 to 30 feet; we are prepared to cede up to 3 feet, where necessary, for the 
purpose of making the road 30 feet wide, if the owners of land on the north side 
will cede a similar quantity for that purpose, ¢ 

Unnamed Road,—marked on plan, parallel to, and between Canton and Foo- 
chow Roads, We wish the Council to take over this road, 30 feet wide, and make 
itup. At present there are boundary stoves placed to mark it, but they are ouly 
22 feet apart,

Thibet Road.—The attention of the Council having been directed 
to the desirability of extending the Thibet Road along the bank of the 
Defence Creek from the Nankin to the Chefoo Road, the Surveyor 
was instructed to prepare an estimate of the cost of making a 80 feet 
road including the purchase of the land, and all expenses for altering 
or moving back buildings. 

As the estimated cost was found to be over Tis. 5,200, the Coun- 
cil decided that unless specially directed to do so by the Ratepayers, 
it was unnecessary to extend the Thibet Road as suggested, the Lloyd 
Road being 60 feet wide and quite sufficient for all traffic.

New Roads—The following letter explains the arrangement made 
with the Agents of Messrs, R. D. Sassoon, and A, Cushny for making 
new roads through their properties lying adjacent to the Yang-king- 
pang, between the Chekiang and Fukien Roads. 


SHANGHAI, 25th October, 1881. 


SIR,—We enclose for the consideration of the Council a plan of our properties 
lying adjacent to the Yang-king-pang Creek and between the Fuhkien and Chekiang 
roads, in one of the most thickly populated portions of the Settlement, 

The present leases will run out next year, and in view of the growth of the 
Settlements, we propose to open out the block of land in which the properties are 
situated by the formation of two new roads as soon as the properties revert to us, 

The roads as proposed consist of one running east and west from the Fubkien 
to the junction of the’ Hupeh and Chekiang roads in lieu of the present narrow 
passage known as the Yang-ye-ka, and one running north and south from the 
Hupeh road to the Sungking road and crossing the former at right angles. The 
former road we prepose to make where passing through our properties 30 feet wide, 
and the latter 26 feet wide, We are, however, unable to offer to the Council the 
small portion of land next the Fuhkien road. marked “Chinese owned,” but will 
use our endeavours to arrange for same should the Council desire it. This piece 


projects 7 feet 6 over the line of the new road, for a distance of 65 feet,

In reply, I am directed to say that the Council assert that the jetty in qnes- 
tion was not private one, and that they base their action on Clause VI. of the 
Land Regulations of 1869, which provides for the administration of land sur- 
rendered for public use, aud on Clause V, of the Land Regulations of 1854, which 
is to the same effect. 

The surrender of the foreshore in the British Settlement appears to have be-n 
made before the Land Regulations of 1854 came into existence, as is shewn by 
the endorsation on the Title Deed of Lot 8 in the Land Register Book at the 
Britixh Consulate, which isduted March 7th, 1849, and is to the following effect: — 

“ Portion of land surrendered for public use, 4,078 feet 5 inches on north side 
of lot, whole of road and beach ground iu front of lot, and half road on west side 
of lot.” : 

The Council cannot therefore recognise the right now claimed by the owner 
of Lot 8 to reconstruct the jetty infront of it, which was removed in 1879, with the

After hearing the evidence in this matter, Iam clearly of opinion that Mr, 
Aubert is entitled to recover damages from the Municipal Council. 

I assess the damages in respect of the pony at ‘ls. 100, and in respect of the 
harness at 'Tls. 20. 

In conformity with our Rule that fixes the maximum limit of taxed costs at 
$25.00 (including Court fees) where the amount claimed is under $200, which it 
was in the present case, I fix the costs, to be paid by the Municipal Council to Mr. 
Aubert, at that amount ($25) of which $5.00 ate Court fees.

SHANGHAI PUBLIC GARDEN. 


Suanonat, 5th January, 1882. 


To the Municipal Council for the 
Settlement North of the Yang-King-Pang, 


GunTLemEN,—The Committee are happy to state that the 
Garden in their charge remains in a flourishing condition and responds 
willingly to the attention bestowed on it. 

The Typhoons and high tides during the past summer did consi- 
derable damage, but the marks have been obliterated and no perma- 
nent deterioration has resulted.

Several minor alterations have been effected, and the Committee 
are now raising the level of the Reserve Garden to avoid the recurrénce 
of the Joss of the Autumn display of Chrysanthemums which were 
unfortunately destroyed by the high water. 

They have also to acknowledge with thanks contributions of plants 
and ferns from various sources particularly a Collection of Australian 
plants from Mr. C. Moore the Director of the Sydney Botanical Garden. 

The mudbank on the foreshore is still steadily increasing in spite 
of the large quantity which has been removed and applied to raising. 
the Garden, and it appears pretty evident that in a comparatively short 
time the Bank will make up to high water mark. It is at present a 

. great eyesore and it would in the opinion of the Committee be a great 
advantage if it could at once be filled in and added to the Area of the 
Garden. It would probably cost some Tis. 4,000, but the advantage to 
be gained by the increased Area would be well purchased at the price. 
With the improvement which would probably be effected by a proper 
direction of the water from the creek in abolishing the Chow-chow 
water and the accompanying silt deposit at the point, the Committee 
do not feel competent to deal. 

The Garden apparatus is in a fair state of efficiency. The new 
chairs proving a great improvement upon those heretofore in use. The 
Greenhouses have been put in order after the effects of the summer 
storms and are proving annually more valuable. There is still however 
a want of further accommodation under glass as the very fine Collec- 
tion of Ferns we now possess and are adding to, require considerable 
space for their display, and are at present of necessity much two crowded. 

The Committee would be glad if the Council would provide the 
usual amount in the budget for the maintenance of the Garden for 
which the sum appropriated last year will probably prove sufficient, 
unless the Council will grant the Committees request for another Green- 
house which would probably cost Tis. 800 to Ts. 1,000. 

The Expenditure for the past year is appended and needs no 
explanation. 

The Committee are now reduced to three by the departures of 
Messrs. Peters and Tapp, but Messrs. Rothwell, Welch and Corner are 
the present representatives and are willing to continue.

Garden Bridge-—The Garden Bridge across the Soochow Creek 
has been thoroughly overhauled and repaired, and is now stronger 
and better than when first erected. 

The amount provided in the budget for repairs to it was only Tls. 
1,800 whilst the actual cost has been upwards of Ts, 4,000 tlie Sur- 
veyor having ascertained when the bridge was opened up, that 22 of 
the beams were completely rotten and must be replaced whilst the 
other repairs required were of a much more extensive nature than he 
had anticipated. 

Chekiang Road.—The new iron bridge across the Yang-king- 
pang connecting the Chekiang Road with the Rue Hué was completed 
and put in position in May last. 

Kiangse Road.—Provision -was made in the budget for this year 
for repairing the old wooden bridge across the Yang-king-pang con- 
necting the Kiangse Road with the Rue Petit, but on consideration 
the Council decided that it would be better to have a new iron bridge 
provided the French Council would agree to this, and pay half the 
expense. 

The French Council having expressed their approval, and willing- 
ness to pay half the cost, the Council requested them to prepare and 
submit plans and specifications with estimate of cost of a new iron 
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bridge which has been done, and the bridge will be constructed early 
next year. 

Asthe sum provided in the budget for repairs to bridges has been 
much exceeded, it will be necessary to make provision for the cost of 
the new iron bridge in the budget for 1882.

Sm,—The Municipal Surveyor reports that the wooden Bridge across the 
Yang-king-pang Creek between the Kiangse Road and the Rue Petit is very rotten 
and unsafe for heavy traffic ; he therefore recommends that it be removed and re-

I am directed to request that you will represent this to the French Council, 
with the view of obtaining their consent to a new iron bridge being placed across 
the creek, at the joint expense of the two Councils,

As the guns and ammunition boxes of the Artillery are thought to be one of 
the loads to be carried and to have had a good share in the deterioration of the 
present structure, I am requested to ask the Council if they will provide the 12-inch 
drain pipes required to form the culvert, and so lessen the expense of the alteration 
required,

The damage done to the wooden pontoons by the typhoons in July 
and August has necessitated the expenditure of a much larger amount 
in repairs than was anticipated would be required when the budget 
for this year. was prepared. 

The pontoon at the end of the Minghong Road was so much da- 
maged that it was found necessary to remove it, and it has been 
replaced by a new iron one at a cost of Tis. 2,900. 

The other wooden pontoons have been overhauled and repaired, 
but it will soon be necessary to remove one or two of them and pro- 
vide new iron ones in their place. 

In compliance with the request contained in the following letter 
a new jetty has been constructed at the end of the path next Messrs. 
Birt & Co.’s premises Hongkew. 


Suanouat, 18th June, 1881. 


Dear Str,—I would draw the attention of the Council to the fact that there 
is no public landing accommodation between Primrose’s Wharf and Yangtsze-poo 
Creek, and as the majority of vessels on their way in and out of port anchor within 
these limits, I need not point out that the want of proper landing stages is greatly 
felt, especially at night, when most of the private wharves are closed, 
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At the, present moment Blethen’s Wharf is not open ; Birt’s is private, and 
the Waterworks’ jetty apparently about to be done away with, and my own, like 
most of the others, useless after half tide. 

I would therefore suggest that the narrow lane between Messrs, Endicott’s 
and Birt’s properties should be bunded out and proper landing-steps to extreme 
low water mark erected. 

Arrangements might probably be made with the new Waterworks’ Company 
to make their new jetty a public one, and I think my landlord, Mr. Mackillop, 
through his Agents Messrs. Bisset & Co., might be induced to surrender the strip 
along the Yangtsze-poo Creek for the same purpose; the bunding already there 
might be utilised for part of the landing stage. 

Seats might be placed there also for those seeking the cool south-east sea 
breeze.

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SURVEYOR'S REPORT. 


Snananat, January 2nd, 1882. 


To rue WORKS’ COMMITTEE, 


GentLEMEN,—I beg to forward you the report of the working of 
this department for the year ended 31st December, 1881. 

Tt should be mentioned that owing. to the gales of extraordinary 
violence in July and August last, which did serious injury to the vari- 
ous public works and buildings, the expenditure for the year has in 
many instances largely exceeded the appropriations provided for in the 
Budget, On the 15th and 16th July, two hundred and seven trees were 
uprooted (eighty-three of which were entirely destroyed), causing con- 
siderabledamage tothe curbs and side channels, and to the metalled por- 
tions of the roads and footpaths. On Saturday, the 27th August over three 
hundred trees were uprooted, only half the number being fit to be replanted. 
The roofs of the various Municipal Buildings and Cemeteries were greatly 
injured. The embankmentofthe Public Garden, and the slope to the fore- 
shore Yangtsze Road were washed away. The differentlanding stages and 
pontoons were more or less damaged, and repairs were made as required. 

A large increase has been made to the Budget appropriation for 
repairs to the Garden Bridge, which was occasioned by more extensive 
repairs being undertaken than was originally intended when the esti- 
mates were framed, and the contract for the work entered into. 

In consequence of the rise in value of building materials at the 
close of the year, the drainage works in the Nankin, Tiendong and 
North Kiangse Roads had to be contracted for at a higher price than 
was estimated, 

Bripers.—An iron bridge has been constructed over the Yang- 
king-pang at the end of the Chekiang Road. 

The Garden bridge has been replanked and extensive repairs have 
been made to the whole bridge. 

The bridges over the Defence, Hongkew, Soochow and Yang- 
king-pang creeks have been repaired from time to time as required. 
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Buiipinas.—A new Bell Tower has been constructed in the 
Central Police Station Yard. The Council Compound in front of the 
Artillery stables has been chip-paved; the drain pipes cleaned, and 
sinks built, The godown has been altered so as to admit of the plant 
and rolling stock of the Nuisance and Works’ Departments being kept 
separate. 

Large repairs have been made to the roofs and other portions of 
the Municipal buildings as needed. 

Bunprnos.—A small malava hardwood bunding has been con- 
structed in front of the Club Chambers, Yangtsze Road; and to the 
Soochow Creek near Louza bridge. An iron railing has been erected 
on the Fearon Road at its junction with the North Yangtsze Road. 
Small and inexpensive bundings have been erected on the Defence and 
Soochow Creeks to protect drain mouths, and necessary repairs have 
been made to all the bundings. 

Crmerentes.—A portion of another section in the New Cemetery 
has been filled in, and corrugated iron has been substituted for the 
shingle on the roofs of the Mortuary Chapel and Lodge. 

The New, Pootung, Shantung Road, and Soldiers’ Cemeteries have 
been kept in good order, and also the Cathedral Compound, 

The following statement shows the burials in the New and Poo- 
tung Cemeteries from Ist January to 3lst December, 1881; as com-

Road, from Yangtsze to Fuhkien Road; in the North Kiangse Road, 
from Tiendong to North Soochow Road; and in the Tiendong Road, 
from North Honan to North Szechuen Road. 

Box drains have been laid at the end of Kiangse and Woosung 
Roads, Soochow Creek.

At the Special Meeting of Ratepayers held on 23rd February for 
the purpose of receiving and considering the Report of the Committee 
for the Revision of the Land Regulations along with the Revised Re- 
gulations and By-Laws, the following Resolution was proposed by Mr. 
F. B. Forbes, seconded by Mr. R. E. Wainewright and carried unani- 
mously, 

Resolution.—That the Ratepayers sit in General Committee under the Chair- 
manship of Mr. R. W. Little, for the purpose of discussing the proposed Municipal 
Regulations and By-Laws clause by clause, with power to appoint a Vice Chair- 
man and to adjourn their Meetings from time to time, and that this Special Meet- 
ing be now adjourned until Wednesday, the 16th March next, at 2 o’clock p.m, 


when the Report of the said General Committee shall be submitted and action taken 
thereon by the Ratepayers. 


Tn accordance with the terms of the above resolution the Ratepay- 
ers sat in Committee on the 2nd, 8rd, 4th, 7th, 10th, 11th, 18th, 19th, 
and 25th March when the New Regulations were considered, clause by 
clause, and finally passed. The following resolution was then proposed 
by Mr. F. B. Forbes, seconded by Mr. R. E. Wainewright and carried. 

Resolution.—That the Municipal Regulations and By-Laws as now amended be 


printed and circulated and that they be reported by the Chairman of this Committee 
to the adjourned Special Meeting of Ratepayers. 


At the Special Meeting of Ratepayers held on 80th March, the Re- 
vised Regulations and By-Laws were submitted to them for approval, 
and agreed to with one or two slight verbal alterations. Mr. R. W. 
Little then proposed the following resolution, which was seconded by 
Mr. F. B. Forbes, and carried unanimously, 

Resolution.—That the Municipal Regulations and By-Laws, as now amended, 
be adopted, and that the Council be hereby directed to communicate the same to 
the Ministers of the Treaty Powers and to the proper Chinese authorities for their 


approval, requesting their co-operation and support in obtaining, as soon as possible, 
the sanction of their respective Governments to the said Regulations and By-Laws, 


Subsequently the Regulations and By-Laws were printed, and in 
June copies of them were forwarded to the Ministers of the Treaty Pow- 
ers, &c., &e., along with the following letter from the Council request- 
ing them to obtain the sanction of their respective Governments to the 
New Municipal Regulations and By-Laws.

Srr,—In accordance with the resolution passed at the Special Meeting of Shang= 
hai Ratepayers held on 30th March last, it is now my duty to hand Your Excellency 
herewith copies of the preliminary debates, of the reports of the Committee appointed 
to draw up revised Municipal Regulations and By-Laws for the government of this 
community, and of those Regulations and By-Laws as finally approved by the 
Ratepayers in public mectiug assembled under the presidency of the Senior Consul, 
Dr. J. H. Focke, Consul-General for the Empire of Germany. While doing so, I 
have to ask Your Excellency to bring them as speedily as possible to the notice of 
your Government, requesting the sanction of your Government thereto, that they 
may be proclaimed with as little delay as possible, as the constitution of this com- 

. munity, 

It is unnecessary for me to point ont the success that has so far attended the 
administration of Municipal affairs in Shanghai under the old Land Regulations, 
or to prove that with the lapse of time and the growth of the community, a revision 
of those Regulations has become expedient, These points are fully discussed in 
the documents which accompany this letter, and will be confirmed by your own 
experience. I may mention that except in trifling details, there has been no oppo- 
sition by any section of Ratepayers to the revision and extension of the Regulations, 

‘The first important question before the Committee was that of the boundaries 
of the Settlement. Since these boundaries were first defined, great changes have 
occurred, and it would be very desirable, if practicable, that the area under Muni- 
cipal control should be considerably enlarged. A very large Chinese population, 
amounting at the present time to considerably over 100,000 souls, has settled within 
Municipal limits, while on the west of what is known as the English Settlement, a 
large extent of ground has been bought by Foreigners, houses have been built, and 
gardens laid ont, until now about one-fourth of the total foreign population of 
Shanghai lives outside the Municipal limits. Good roads have been made, which are 
maintained to the common benefit by the Municipality, and are freely used by Chi- 
nese and Foreigners alike, in fact an area of about two square miles on the western 
side of the Defence Creck is now almost exclusively occupied by Foreigners, and it 
would be a great advantage to all concerned if it could now be included in Munici- 
pal limits and get the bencfits of Municipal government, paying its proportion of 
taxation. It is already lighted and policed to a certain extent. for obviously the 
Municipality cannot refuse to Foreigners who are robbed, or otherwise injured, the 
benefits of police assistance, even though those Foreigners pay no taxes in respect of 
their outlying properties; and it is believed that they would not object to pay their 
proportion of taxation, in return for the benefits that they could then claim, A re- 
adjustment of the boundaries of what is known as the American Concession is equal- 
ly desirable, for while at the western side a large portion of land has been built on, 
which is excluded by the present boundary, there is an equally large area at the 
eastern end which is not likely to come under foreign occupation until a very dist- 
ant period. If Foreign Governments can induce the Chinese Authorities to agree 
to an alteration of our boundaries in the sense I have indicated, it will be a great 
advantage to Foreigners, and no injury will be done to the Chinese, from whose 
control the land in question has already largely been withdrawn. 

One of the chief features in the revised Regulations is the extension of the 
Municipal franchise. In the Committee’s Report of the 12th February, 1880, this 
question is fully treated, and I may mention that at none of the Meetings, open to 
all Ratepayers to discuss the revision, was any farther lowering of the franchise ad- 
vocated, This community is, as Your Excellency is aware, essentially a midile- 
class one, the place of the working-classes in home communities being supplied by 
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Chinese, and there seems no call or necessity for anything approaching to universal, 
or manhood suffrage. 

In the new Articles III and IV the powers of the Municipal Body and of the 
Council are carefully enumerated and, when compared with the present Regula~ 
tions, may appear to be considerably extended, but no new powers are taken that 
have not already been exercised, in most cases for many years, by successive Coun- 
cils, with the tacit approval, and consent of the native and foreign authorities. [¢ 
has been thought desirable to legalise these powers in the new Ragulations. 

An entirely new article has been added, giving to the Municipality power un- 
der certain cireumstances to make compulsory purchases of land for the formation 
of new and the improvement of existing roads. As Your Excellency is aware, large 
sums have been spent by the Community in recent years, in buying as opportunity 
offered, strips of land to widen the leading thoroughfares of the Settlements, which 
have grown too small for the largely augmented traffic; but these improvements are 
sometimes checked and their value neutralised by refusals to sell on the part gener- 
ally of absentee owners of land. This power of compulsory purchase actually 
exists on the French Concession. The necessity for it here is undoubted, and it is 
so safe-guarded by the conditions attached to the article that I trast Your Excel- 
lency will be able to obtain the consent of your Government to it. 

In the By-Laws some alterations in the mode of electing Councillors and of 
calling Meetings have been made, which experience has shown to be advisable. 
Building Regulations have been introduced, and these have become very necessary 
now that so large a portion of the land within Municipal limits is occupied by 
houses rented to Chinese. The Sanitary Laws have been considered and improved 
where necessary. The Police Code has been considerably amended, and the powers 
of the Police have been enlarged, while their abuse is provided against by a very 
stringent By-Law. The powers given to the Police may seem to your Government 
in some cases excessive ; but I may be allowed to point out that they only contain 
a formulation of what is the existing practice ; that all or nearly all these powers 
are exercised now with the tacit, and in some cases the expressed consent, of the 
Foreign and Native authorities ; and that as an offender against these By-Laws has 
in every case to be brought before his own Magistrate for punishment the Police 
and the Council having no magisterial powers, he has in his own Magistrate an 
efficient protection against any abuse of power by the Police. The penalty for an 
excess of duty, stipulated in By-Law LXXX, is so severe as to make it very 
unlikely that the Police will abuse the authority given them. 

The existing organisations for the defence of the Settlements and for the 
prevention and extinction of fires, are for the first time recognised in these By- 
Laws. Both these organisations have been in existence for many years, and have 
been found valuable and efficient. No objection has ever been made to either of 
them by the Chinese Authorities, and it is very desirable that they should now 
receive official sanction. 

As regards the legalisation of these Regulations and By-Laws, I should like to 
be allowed to direct the attention of Your Excellency to the remarks of Mr. Forbes 
on the subject, at the Meeting of Ratepayers sitting in Committee of the whole on 
25th February last. The peace and good order. of the community have been se- 
cured for many years by the existing constitution, taxes are paid without murmur, 
and suits by the Council against individual ratepayers have been very rare.’ But two 
or three cases have recently arisen, in which the legality of the Land Regulations 
has been called in question, and it has been boldly asserted that they have no 
legal status, that they merely continue to exist by the consent of the ratepayers 
interested, and they could. not survive a legal investigation. I have therefore 
specially to request Your Excellency to ask your Government when confirming 
these new Regulations and By-Laws to do so in such a manner that there shall be 
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hereafter no question of their legality, that they have the force of law over every 
one of your nationals who voluntarily places himself within their authority. It is 
obvious that without some such a constitution as this, peace and good order cannot 
be maintained in these Settlements ; and sucha deplorable state of chaos would 
follow the invalidation of the regulations, that it is most important that their 
legality should be asserted beyond question. I have therefore earnestly to solicit 
Your Excellency’s good offices in this direction; that Your Excellency will spe- 
cially ask your Government to confirm these Regulations and By-Laws in such 
a manner that they cannot be subsequently challenged with any hope of success,

before me with my colleagues, the Representatives of Foreign Powers,”

Doubts have often been expressed as to the validity of the present 
Land Regulations, owing to there being no evidence of their ever 
having been approved of, and confirmed by H. B. M.’s Government, 
and very recently in connection with the claim of the Municipality to 
have the control over all beach grounds within the limits of the Settle- 
ment, the Council were advised that the Land Regulations of 1869 
could not be pleaded in the Supreme Court in justification of any of 
their acts. 
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Under these circumstances, and by the advice of their Legal Advi- 
sers, the Council decided in April last to address H. B. M.’s Minister 
at Peking requesting him to obtain the necessary approval and confirm- 


ation of the Regulations through H. M.’s Secretary of State for Foreign ° 


Affairs. 

On 5th November the Council were inYormed by H. B. M. 's Con- 
sul, that the Land Regulations had been confirmed retroactively, and 
made binding by an Order in Council passed on 25th October, 1881. 

The following is the correspondence on the subject: 


Snanouat, 5th April, 1881. 


Srr,—A case has recently occurred here which compels me to address Your 
Excellency on the subject of the present Land Regulations, under and by virtue of 
which the Municipal Council carry on the local government of Shanghai, so far as 
British subjects are concerned. 

A dispute having arisen between the Council on the one side, and Mr. H. A. 
Ince on the other, as to the ownership of, and rights regarding certain land con- 
sisting of foreshore on the banks of the Soochow Creek within the limits of this 
settlement, the matter has found its way into Her Britannic Majesty’s Supreme 
Court for China and Japan, the Chairman of the Municipal Council and four English 
employees of the Council being sued in that Court for trespass. The Council placed 
the defence of this suit in the hands of Mr. Drammond; Mr. Myburgh and Mr, 
Dowdall being also engaged by the Council to act with him, These three legal 
gentlemen have concurred in advising the Council that the only legal defence to the 
suit is to plead, and prove a justification of the acts complained of by the plaintiff, 
that such justification must be based, and rest upon the Land Regulations, that these 
Land Regulations cannot be proved in a Court of law, and that the defence would 
therefore fail. Under these circumstances the Council have no option but to allow 
judgment to go by default, as a decision by the English Supreme Court here that 
the Land Regulations were invalid, would make it impossible to collect the revenue 
and would bring the whole system of local government to the ground. A judgment 
by default, though undoubtedly calculated to weaken the Council's authority, is not 
nearly so dangerous as a judgment directly invalidating it, as the question of the 
legality of the Land Regulations is not involved in the suit unless the Council raise 
it as their defence. 

The points upon which the validity of the Land Regulations would fail to be 
established are :— 

1, That they have not been “made” by Her Majesty’s Minister in China as 
required by the 85th section of the Order in Council 1865. 

2, That “urgency ” is not declared in the Regulations or the preamble thereto, 
and that no proper approval of the Regulations by one of H. M.’s Principal 
Secretaries of State has ever been given. 

3. That the Regulations, or some of them, would probably be held to be ultra 
vires of the powers intended to be vested in Her Majesty’s Minister in 
China by the 85th section of the Order in Council 1865. 

In order to show that these legal opinions are supported by very high authority I 
have the honor to enclose for Your Excellency’s information a copy of an opinion of 
Sir T. Fitz James Stephens on the same subject. 

As the first and second difficulties could be overcome by obtaining a clear and 
full official approval of the Regulations by one of H. M.’s Principal Secretaries of 
State, and as this could probably be obtained in the course of a few months, and

wonld place the Council in'a very much stronger position, J have now the honor to 
ask Your Excellency to take the necessary steps for the purpose of obtaining the neces- 
sary approval, It would of course be of the greatest advantage if a short Order in 
Council could be obtained declaratory of the powers intended to be conferred by 
the Order in Council 1865, section 85, and giving full powers for the making of 
similar Regulations to have the effect of laws in the future ; but as this would pro- 
bably occupy a considerable time, and as the danger of the present position is so 
apparent, and urgent, and as the weakness of the position in regard to the third 
point is not so certain as it is in regard to the other two points, the Council are very 
desirous of obtaining Your Excellency’s consent to endeavour to procure at the 
earliest date the official approval of the present Land Regulations as before 
mentioned, 

I may perhaps be permitted to point out that in order to satisfy a Court of law, 
the approval of the Secretary of State should be very clear and full in its terms, 
and should approve the Regulations as being made under the authority of section 85. 
of the Order in Council 1865. The opinion of Sir T. Fitz James Stephens refers 
specially to this important point, saying “I do not think merely official approval of 
an ordinary executive measure would be sufficient.”

Sm,—With reference to a letter from your predecessor, dated the 5th April 
last, on the subject of the Land Regulations of 1869, I am instructed by Her

Soochow Creek Forrsnore. 


At the Annual Meeting Mr. R. W. Little informed the Ratepayers 
that a petition had been filed in the Supreme Court by Mr. H. A. Ince 
against the Chairman and some of the servants of the Council for inter- 
fering with the workmen employed by him to erect a bamboo fence 
upon the foreshore of his property on the Soochow Creek. 
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Mr. Little explained that the Council were merely carrying out 
the 6th Clause of the Land Regulations, but before entering into expen- 
sive litigation they wished to have their hands strengthened by an ex- 
pression of opinion on the part of the Ratepayers. 

After considerable discussion the following resolution was proposed 
and carried. 


Resolution —That this Meeting instructs the Council to use all possible means 
to protect the rights of the public over the foreshores. 


On receiving these instructions the Council decided that in addition 
to Mr. Dowdall it was advisable to retain Messrs. Drummond and My- 
burgh as they considered it of the greatest importance that they should 
have the best legal advice possible as to the course to be pursued. 

A Special Meeting of Council was held on the 16th March, at 
which Mr. Drummond attended, and read some correspondence between 
Mr. Wainewright acting for Mr. Ince and himself, in which the former 
declined to come under any engagement not to question the validity of 
the Land Regulations in the event of the Council agreeing to submit 
Mr. Ince’s claim to the arbitration of the Chief Judge, or to the decision 
of the Supreme Court in a friendly suit. 

Mr Drummond then stated that Messrs. Dowdall, Myburgh and 
himself were unanimously of opinion that it would not be advisable to 
attempt to set up the Land Regulations as a justification of the acts of 
the Council as they do not seem to have been approved of by H. B. M. 
Secretary of State in such a way as to give them the force of law, which 
can only be done by a special Order in Council. 

Mr. Drummond finally suggested as an alternative course that no 
answer should be made to the plaints, in which case probably a small 
fine would be inflicted and an injunction issued forbidding further in- 
terference on the part of those named in them, but this need not 
prevent the Council from removing any fence, &c., which may after- 
wards be erected on the foreshore by Mr. Ince’s orders. 

After fully considering this opinion, the Council finally decided to 
act upon it, and make no answer to the plaints, and Mr. Drummond 
was subsequently authorized to arrange with Mr. Wainewright so as to 
have the matter settled without its coming into Court. 

The following are the terms of the arrangement, but in addition to 
the Tis. 1,500 named, the Council had to pay their legal expenses 
amounting to Tls, 1,225, together say Ts, 2,725.

registration of land kept at the British Consulate at Shanghai aforesaid as Lot 
No. 282 the Chinese Title Deed thereof being dated the 23rd day of April 1858 
and numbered 225. 

2.—The plaintiff has been the owner of the said Lot No, 232 from the month 
of April 1858 to the present time and has during all that period paid all the Chi- 
nese Government ground rent and all Municipal Taxes which have from time to 
time been demanded in respect of the said Lot as is well known to the defendants 
or some or one of them. 

3.—From the month of April 1858 until the month of January 1881 the plain- 
tiff remained in undisturbed occupation of the said Lot No. 232 but on the 2ist 
day of January 1881 while the workmen of the Plaintiff were erecting on part of 
the said Lot 232 a bamboo fence to protect certain goods and chattels stored upon 
the said Lot the defendants Charles Penfold Alfred B, Stripling William Fowler 
and George Howard acting as plaintiff verily believes under or by the direction of the 
defendant Robert William Little and of some other person or persons unknown or 
some or one of them unlawfully and forcibly entered upon that part of the said Lot 
No. 232 situated on the north side of a road called the Soochow Road and between 
such last mentioned road and a Creek known as the Soochow Creek and expelled 
therefrom the Agent and Servants and Workmen of the plaintiff. 
.  4—The defendants or some or one of them on the same occasion destroyed 
the said fence on the aforesaid part of the said Lot No, 232 and a Watchman’s 
box which had been put up oni the same part of the said Lot. 

5.—The acts mentioned in the 3rd and 4th paragraphs of this petition were 
wholly unlawful and the plaintiff before the said forcible and unlawful entry on 
the said land warned the defendants by his agents that the same land was the 
private property of the plaintiff and that the defendants must not interfere with it. 

6.—On the 2nd day of February 1881 the defendants or some or one of them 
unlawfully caused to be removed without the consent and against the will of the 
plaintiff from the said land of the plaintiff specified in the Srd paragraph of this 
petition certain hard-wood piles and other materials and chattels which were 
stored thereon for the use of the plaintiff. 
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7.—By reason of some or one of the aforesaid illegal acts of the defendants or 
of some or one of them the plaintiff has suffered considerable pecuniary and other 
damage and he claims from the defendants or some or one of them in respect of 
such damage the sum of Thrie Thousand Mexican Dollars, 
The plaintiff therefore prays : 
1.—That the defendants or some or one of them may be decreed 
to pay to the plaintiff the sum of 3,000 Mexican Dollars as and by way 
of damages for the aforesaid illegal acts or some or one of them specified 
in the Srd 4th and 6th paragraphs of this petition. 
2.—That the defendants and each of them may be restrained from 
the repetition of any of the acts complained of. 
3.—That the plaintiff may have such further or other relief as the 
nature of the case may require.

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The above deeree does not in any way affect the point in dispute 
between the Municipality and Mr. Ince, but as the Land Regulations 
of 1854 and 1869 have since been confirmed retroactively by the order 
in Council of 25th October 1881, the Council are now in a much 
stronger position to assert the right of the Municipality to have the 
control over all beach grounds within the limits of the settlement, 
should it again be questioned.

The following resolution was brought forward and passed at the 
Ratepayers Meeting on 23rd February. 
a 
Resolution.—That this Meeting under Article VI of the Land Regulations 
authorizes the Council, if they consider it advisable, to fill in the Foreshore of the 
Soochow Creek between the Garden Bridge and the Japanese Consulate, and to 
continue the Bund from the Woochang Road to the Bridge, giving up to the 
owner of the adjoining property part of the present road from the Bridge to the 
Tien-dong road. 


The bunding of the Creek as proposed was fully considered and 
discussed at several Meetings of Council, the majority being opposed to 
it, as they did not consider it advisable to surrender the greater part of 
the present road in front of the Astor House, &c, in exchange for per- 
mission'to make a new road along the front of the new bund, which 
would not only make an awkward turn at the bridge, but would also 
be quite out of line with the road on the west side of it. 

Finally at the Meeting of Council on 30th May, the following re- 
solution was proposed by the Chairman Mr. R. W. Little. 


Resolution.—That the scheme for bunding the Hongkew foreshore from the 
Woochang Road to the Garden Bridge as greed to at the Ratepayers Meeting be 
carried out, 


There being no seconder to this resolution it was not put to the 
Meeting, and it was then proposed by Mr. J. J. Keswick seconded by 
Mr. W..C. Ward and carried. 


Resolution—That the plan to bund ont in front of the property of Wills’ 
estate be abandoned in its present form, and that the Council should consider 
an alternative scheme at an early date. 


As no other scheme has since been brought forward, no steps have 
Deen taken about bunding this part of the Creek. 
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Tramways IN SETTLEMENT.

Srr,—It is our intention at an early date to introduce a scheme for Tramways in 
the Settlement and to ask for the necessary permission from the Ratepayers prior 
to the formation of a Company, the provisional Committee of which is already 
formed, 

Under these circumstances we deem it advisable to make the Council acquainted 


with our intention, in order that they may have an opportunity of considering the 


matter previous to the meeting which will have to be convened. 

‘The scheme which is proposed is the connection of the native city at the little 
East Gate with the lower end of Hongkew by a horse Tramway along the French 
and English Bunds and Hongkew, and the construction of a branch line up. the 
Rue du Consulat and crossing into the English Settlement at the Chékiang Road 
bridge. 

We may add that we have songht the necessary permission from the French 
Municipal Council, and that we shall be glad to accord any further information, 
which you, or the Council, may desire.

At a Special Meeting of Ratepayers convened by requisition, and 
held at the Council rooms on the 11th July, “to consider the question 
of the introduction of 'ramways into the Settlements, and to decide up- 
on a request for permission to construct and work such Tramways by a 
proposed Company,” the following resolutions were passed and subse- 
quently submitted to-the Board of Consuls for approval. Since then 
no further steps have been taken by the promoters towards entering 
into any agreement with the Council. 


Resolution I1.—That in the event of the proposed Shanghai Tramway Company- 


- being formed and subject to such reasonable conditions as may be agreed upon, the 


Council be and is hereby authorized to grant to the Company permission to 
construct and work Tramways along the following routes, viz.:—

2nd.—From the North end of the Honan Road Bridge along the North 
Soochow Road to the North end of the Garden Bridge, and thence 
along Broadway to the Ningpo Wharf, : 
and to give such facilities as may be found necessary for the construction and 
working of such Tramways. 


Resolution IV.—That in the event of the proposed Company being formed, and 
the Municipal Council acquiring a road between the North end of Chekiang Road 
Bridge and the North Honan Road in Hongkew, and subject to such reasonable 
conditions as may be agreed upon, the Council be and is hereby authorized to grant,

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to the Company permission to construct a bridge over Soochow Creek near the 
existing Chekiang Road Bridge, and to extend the first described Tramway across

It is certainly an innovation in China, In 
the foreign Settlements of Shanghai live a great many Chinese and foreign 
merchants and other people, and on the roads and in the streets there is constantly 
an immense traffic to and fro, If now the tramway should come into operation, 
the streets would be thronged.

Srm,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated the 8th 
instant, requesting that the proposed construction of Tramways within the Settle- 
ment should be inhibited on account of the danger of accidents which would follow 
from the admission of that mode of locomotion into streets already crowded with a 
large traffic of other vehicles. 

Your letter has been laid before a Consular meeting held on the 14th instant, 
and the arguments brought forward by you have been carefully taken into consi- 
deration as coming from the official representative of the interests of a large propor- 
tion of the population living in the foreign Settlement. No definite decision with 
regard to the resolutions passed by the Ratepayers’ meeting of the 11th instant, in 
reference to Tramways, has as yet been arrived at, but I have been instructed by 
my colleagues to assure you in the meantime that in case the Tramway scheme 
should be carried into effect, ample provision will be made by the Municipal au- 
thorities to secure safety and to prevent the new institution from interfering with 
the convenience of the public and with the traffic in general.

Sm,—I have the hononr to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 18th 
instant, regarding the new Tramway scheme, and informing me that at the Meeting 
of the Consuls of the Treaty Powers no definite decision with regard to the reso- 
lutions passed by the Ratepayers’ Meeting in reference to Tramways has been 
arrived at. 

Tramways have hitherto not existed in China, and, moreover, in the Foreign 
Concessions, Chinese and Foreign merchants live in great numbers and disturbances 
must arise, and accidents are unavoidable. 

I now am anxious for the welfare of the foreign and native merchants and 
other people, and therefore take the liberty to address you again on this subject, 
requesting you to direct the Association of the foreign merchants to abandon their 
scheme. As the rails for the tram-cars have not yet been laid, and the promoters of 
the scheme have to wait till the Consuls of the Treaty Powers have given their 
decision on the subject, it is very easy to prevent the construction of the tramway. 
This would be for the benefit of Foreigners and Natives alike and augment the 
mutual friendship now existing between them. 

I beg to request you to communicate this letter to your colleagnes the other 
Consular representatives, that they may take note of it and not let the foreign 
merchants construct the proposed Tramway, in order to avoid complications and 
accidents. I also hope that yon will favour me with a reply.

Smm,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated the 24th 
instant, repeating your former statement that in consequence of the construction of 
Tramways within the Settlement accidents would happen and disturbances arise, 
and repeating also your request that the Treaty Consuls should inhibit the scheme 
being carried out. After haying laid your letter before a Consular meeting held on 
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the 27th instant, I have now the honour in reply to acquaint you with the definite 
position the majority of the Consular Body have taken in reference to this question, 
namely, looking upon the introduction of Tramways as a Municipal matter in the 
first instance, and foregoing to express my individual opinion about the merits of 
the question itself, it has been decided not to interfere with the carrying out of the 
resolutions passed by the ratepayers at their meeting of 11th instant. As regards 
the danger of accidents and disturbances anticipated by you, the Treaty Consuls 
confide in the cireumspection of the Municipal authorities in whose hands the 
management of the public traffic is placed, and who will also, in licensing a Tramway 
Company, not fail to make such arrangements as may seem necessary to secure safety 
and prevent disturbances. Moreover, any negligence or want of the usual precan- 
tions on the part of the Company would render the responsible parties liable to 
judicial prosecution. 

The Treaty Consuls sincerely regret that in this case they should not have been 
able to comply with your request, but they hope that even disagreeing from their 
views you will trust them with having acted in the opinion to promote the interests 
of the Chinese,community as well as of the Foreign,

~The conditions on which the Great Northern Telegraph Company 
have been granted permission to erect the poles, brackets and wires 
necessary for a Telephone Exchange in the Settlement are embodied 
in the following agreement. Applications for permission to erect poles, 
&e. have also been received from the Oriental Telephone Company, 
Messrs. Russell & Co., and the Mutual Telephone Exchange Associa- 
' tion. The two first applications have been withdrawn, and the last is 
now under the consideration of the Council. 


Great Northern Telegraph Company, 
Shanghai Station, the 31st August, 1881. 


Application by the Great Northern Telegraph Company for the establishment of a 
Telephone Exchange in the English and American Concessions of Shanghai 
for a period of twenty years. 


Srm,—Cancelling a previous application, the Company now begs to apply for 
the above service at the following terms :— 

1.—An office will be established in a central part of the Settlements, and fur- 
nished with Telephones and Switch-boards, &c., according to the newest and most 
approved European and American plans, from which office wires are run to the 
different subscribers, who will be provided with a complete set of telephone instra- 
ments, by means of which they can, at any time, be put into telephonic communica- 
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tions with each other. If the number of subscribers should make it desirable, the 
Company would also be prepared to arrange for district exchanges, 

2.—The instruments the Company proposes to use are either Crossby’s micro- 
phone transmitter with Bell’s telephone, or the Gower-Bell loud speaking tele- 
phone, as adopted by most British Government Departments at home and in India; 
or some other improvement of the invention, combining the greatest distinctness 
of sound with easy management. 

8.—Each subscriber will be provided with his own special wire to ensure 
perfect privacy and independency of other constituents. The instruments will be 
frequently examined and the lines tested to secure the highest possible efficiency. All 
repairs and maintenance expenses will be defrayed by the Company, and the subscri- 
bers will have nothing to pay beyond an annual rate, which would be put propor- 
tionally higher for subscribers outside the limits of the Settlements. 

4.—The Central Office will be kept open also to the general public, so that any 
person can from there communicate with any of the subscribers, For this service 
non-subscribers would have to pay a small fee according to the time they use the 
instruments. 

5.—The wire will be carried overground on sightly iron or wooden poles, 
Although impossible to give a definite plan of the system before the number of 
subscribers and their residences are known, it would probably consist of two main 
tronk lines running North-South and- East-West as may be approved by. the 
Council, from which side lines will branch off to the different subscribers. 

6.—Should the concession be granted, the Company will at once invite public 
subscription and soonest possible draw up in detail a plan of the lines for the Coun- 
cil’s approval, 

7.—As part of the scheme, the Company offers to include all now existing 
Council’s and Police lines in the Settlements into the system as the Council may 
desire, either by separate direct lines or through the Central Office ; also to erect 
electrical fire-alarms in the streets and electric clocks at such places as the Coun- 
cil may point out. All these arrangements to be made at a reduced price and 
subject to mutual agreement. 

8.—Besides the public exchange, the Company would also undertake to make 
private arrangements for people wko should wish to be in direct communication 
with their offices and godowns, etc., and to take over the maintenance of such lines 
all at a reasonable charge,

An agreement made this 18th day of November, 1881, between the Council 
for the Foreign Community of Shanghai and the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company. A 

1.—The Company shall be allowed to erect poles, brackets and wires for the 
working of a Telephone Exchange in the foreign Settlements of Shanghai North 
of the Yang-king-pang in such situations and on such of the roads which are 
under the control of the Council as may be approved of by Municipal Surveyor, 
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2.—The Company shall pay to the Council one dollar annually on the Ist day 
of July for each pole erected under this agreement as rent of the ground occupied 
by such pole. 
3.—Poles may be of wood in the first instance, but when renewals are re- 
quired, iron poles must be used. 
4.—The dip of the wire shall in no case be less than sixteen feet, or when 
crossing a road twenty feet, from the crown of the road. * 
5.—The wires shall not be less than No, 12 B.W.G. 
6.—Whenever a wire crosses a street it shall be firmly bound to the insulator 
and the binding soldered on each side of the street. 
7.—None of the Company’s wires shall be brought within three feet of the 
Council’s or other lines which may be in existence when such wires of the Com- 
y shall be set up. 
8.—Should accident or damage occur to any line by which the public safety 
may be endangered, the Council shall he entitled to eut the wires, remove damaged 
material, and generally to take such measures as may be deemed by the Council 
necessary, at the expense of the Company. 
9.—The Council may cause any line which the Council may deem dangerous, 
or unsafe, to be surveyed, and if found dangerous, or if the line has been aban- 
doned, they may take such action as they may consider necessary, at the eypeuse 
of the Company, on giving a written notice of seven days. 
10.—The Company shall not shift or remove any pole or bracket, without 
giving at least three days’ clear notice in writing to the Council and obtaining its 
consent to such change or removal. 
11.—The Company shall apon request of the Council remove any pole or 
bracket which in the opinion of the Council may be an obstruction to traffic as at 
present or hereafter to be carried on, or to public convenience, 
12—As long as this agreement remains in force, the Company shall erect and 
maintain the Conncil’s lines free of charge, and shall provide at cost price the 
necessary materials. 
13.—All lines, both during and after erection, are to be considered sub- 
ject to the supervision of the Council’s Surveyor, but the Council shall not be 
deemed to incur any responsibility in the event of accident. 
14.—The Council may on giving thirty days’ notice to the Company or their 
Agent in Shanghai annul, alter, or add to any or all of the above rales as the 
Council may from time to time deem necessary or advisable, and nothing contained 
in the above rules shall be deemed permissive of the erection of materials which 
are now, or may at any future time become, an obstruction or source of danger to 
the public safety. 
15.—If this agreement is annulled under the last clause the Company shall be 
allowed three months to remove their poles and wires, and they shall during that 
time put the ground in the same order as it was in before the poles were erected. 
16.—The Company may on giving ninety days’ notice to the Council and on 
removing their poles, brackets and wires and on putting the ground im the same 
order as it was in before the poles were erected annul this agreement except as to 
any claims of the Council previously arisen,

that it was unnecessary for them to take any steps in the matter.

Srr,—With reference to the resolution passed at the last Landrenters’ meet- 
ing, authorising the Council to institute a Savings Bank, I beg to inform you that 
this Corporation will be prepared, within a month from this date, to receive de- 
posits in such a manner as will meet the wants of that section of the community 
for whom a Sayings Bank will be a convenience. 

Deeming it probable you may consider that the Bank’s scheme will cover the 
requirements of the case, and so obviate the necessity of the Council taking any 
action in the matter, I beg to submit the following for your information :— 

The Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation will set aside a separate 
office for the purpose of a Savings Bank. 

Deposits for sums of not less than $1, or over $100, will be received at one 
time. 

Not more than $1,200 will be received during one year, from any single de- 
positor, 

The credit balance of any one account not to exceed $5,000. 

Déposits may be withdrawn on demand. 

Interest will be allowed on accounts at the rate of 34°/, per annum on the 
monthly minimum balance, and same will be credited to the account on the 30th 
June, and 3ist December of each year. 

I shall be happy to give the Council any further particulars in the matter 
which they may desire,

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REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE FOR 
THE PUBLIC BAND. ~ 


At the Ratepayers’ meeting of 18th February last the resolution 
was carried—“ That this meeting authorizes the Council to take over 
“the management of the Town Band from the retiring Committee.” In 
pursuance of this a Sub-committee was appointed by the Council to 
carry the resolution into effect, comprising Messrs. P. Brunat, H. R. 
Hearn, H. S. Morris, A. Nachtrieb, J. L. Scott, and W. C. Ward. 

At the outset it was discovered that the estimate of expenditure 
presented at the Ratepayers’ meeting was set too low, while no provi- 
sion had been made for instruments; it was however eventually arrang- 
ed that the instruments in possession of the Trustees of the Recreation 
Fund should be hired; and as it was thought that the two Councils 
would not demur to a moderate excess of expenditure over that first 
contemplated, it was resolved to carry out the resolution approved by 
the Ratepayers. 

For certain reasons it was found expedient by the Committee of 
the former Band to send the few remaining musicians back to Manila, 
and the new Committee had therefore to start afresh. 

Owing to Sig. Vela’s absence from Shanghai the Committee were 
unable to come to terms with him as early as might have been wished, 
and it was not till May that an agreement was signed with him. It 
was again hoped, from arrangements that had been entered into, that 
a complete band might be engaged at once and sent up, precluding 
the necessity of despatching Sig. Vela to Manila for that special pur- 
pose; these arrangements however broke down, and Sig. Vela had 
eventually to be sent South. The delay in these initiatory steps was 
unfortunate, since the summer-season, when the services of the band 
could have been most made use of and appreciated, had almost passed 
over before they arrived. 

It may well be supposed that a new band rather hastily gathered 
together would not be able at once to perform satisfactorily in public, 
but other incidents have stood in their way. It was intended that 
besides being quartered at the Hongkew Police Station, they should 
practice there also; this however was found impracticable, and the 
Committee experienced much difficulty in procuring a suitable locality 
for the purpose. Owing to the kindness of Sig. Toda, the Consul for 
Spain, temporary accommodation was provided ; and now a building is 
being erected for practicing in, in which the band will soon be fairly 
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installed, when it is hoped a will rapidly be brought to a state of 
efficiency. 

The band is composed of 21 musicians in addition to the band- 
master, their agreements terminating on the 12th August, 1882,

What the income may be it is impossible to predict: under ordinary 
circumstances it might be hoped to reach 1,500 a 2,000 Taels, but it 
would not be safe to reckon on more than 1,000 Taels, and it is recom- 
mended that an appropriation of 5,000 'Taels be made between the two 
Councils. 

At the start Mr. Nachtrieb’s experience with the former band was 
availed of, he very kindly undertaking the duties of Honorary Secre- 
tary. Mr, E, A. Fabris has now been appointed Secretary and a 
band is under his control, subject to the Committee.

The Council having been informed that Mr, R, O. Major’s proper- 
ty situated at the corner of the Hankow and Honan roads was for sale, 
and being of opinion that owing to its situation it should be acquired 
by the Municipality, brought forward the following resolution at the 
Special Meeting of Ratepayers on 11th July which after some dis- 
cussion was carried by a large majority. 


Resolution.—That this meeting authorizes the Council to purchase for Muni- 
cipal purposes the property immediately adjoining the Central Police Station, 
registered in the British Consulate in the name of R. O. Major as Lot 578, Title 
Deed 50, measuring 3m. Of. 7, Oh. (or within compound walls 2m. 8f. 91. 8h), with 
all the buildings thereon, for the sum of Ts. 20,000 (Twenty thousand taels), 
and to provide for the payment by the issue of Debentures, redeemable in not less 
than five, and not more than twenty years from the date of issue, and bearing 
interest at the rate of not over eight per cent. per annum. 


On receiving this authority the Council requested Mr. Lavers to 
transmit by wire an offer to Mr. Major of Tis. 20,000 for the whole 
lot, including buildings, &c., which they had reason to think would be 
accepted. A Minimum price of Ts. 25,000 however was named, and 
this the Majority of the Council considered it inexpedient to offer. The 
property has since been sold to Chinese for Tls. 25,000.

At the Annual Meeting on 23rd February the following resolution 
was proposed by Mr. Howz, seconded by Mr. AntinDALx, and passed :-— 


“That the Council be instructed to prepare a statement of the 
gratuities now due to each one of the Police force, and to place 
the said statement in the Secretary’s office for the inspection of 
Ratepayers.” 


In accordance with the terms of the above resolution three 
Members of the Council, Messrs. Brripaz, Burman and Hxvianp, 
were appointed as a Committee to examine all the papers connected 
with the Gratuity Fund, and to report to the Council as to the amount 
of gratuities which are due to the Police force. 

The Committee having carefully examined all the documents con- 
nected with the Fund and the agreements with the different members 
of the force, presented their report to the Council on 24th March, by 
whom it was ordered to be printed, and circulated amongst the Rate- 
payers early in April. 

The report states that one Inspector, four Sergeants and two Con- 
stables are entitled to gratuities according to the printed scale, and 
adds “that at present there appears to be no regulation with regard to 
gratuities to men above the rank of Constable, but it seems to have 
been the custom to allow Sergeants: on leaving a gratuity one-third 
greater than that given to Constables,” and they recommend the 
Council “to ratify this arrangement, or to make such other regulation 
as they may think fit.” 

With regard to the Superintendent and Inspectors the Committee 
say, “We have already stated our opinion as to the validity of the claim 
of Messrs. Stripling and Fowler, but consider that they, and also 
Mr, Penfold, in consideration of their long and faithful services should 
also be allowed some gratuity on leaving.”

Fires. 


As usual, a list of the fires which have occurred during the year, 
is appended. 

The Community are again indebted to the officers and men of the 
various Men-of-war in port during the year, for much valuable assist- 
ance at fires, 


Companigs. 


There is nothing of note to record, beyond the fact that the Chief 
Engineer having at a meeting of the Fire Commission held on the 4th 
October, reported that there were only’ four members on the roll of 
No. 6 Company, the Board expressed the opinion that, to secure the 
efficient working of a Company, the number of members composing it 
should not be allowed to full below ten, and in consequence the Foreman 
of No. 5 was officially notified of this view and requested to make up 
his full complement as soon as possible. 


Fire WE tts. 


No new Fire Wells have been made, nor has application been 
made to the Municipal Council for any further appropriation on this 
account, the Fire Commission considering it unnecessary to do so in 
view of the short time that will elapse before the Waterworks’ Com- 
pany have their mains laid in the streets of the settlements and an 
ample supply of water at all times available. 
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Pant. 


The new Fire Bell and 2,000 feet of Hose which were ordered at 
end of 1880, arrived from America at commencement of the year, and 
their cost appears in the accounts. 

The Fire Bell has been hung in the Central Station yard, and 
the Old Bell transferred to Hongkew. : 

The tone of the New Bell has fully borne out the expectation formed 
of it, though opinions have differed as to whether the method of hahg- 
ing it did not confine the sound. Instructions as to how the Bell 
should be hung accompanied it from America, and the Fire Commis- 
sion considered that they could not do better than follow them. 
A new Bell Tower has been constructed by the Municipal Council at 
the Central Station, and the plan recommended of closing in the Bell 
was adopted. Latterly, ‘however, alternate planks of the boarding 
which cofines the Bell have been removed, and the public can now 
judge whether or not any improvement has resulted. . 


ConTRIBUTIONS. 


Home Insurance Offices —These offices continue to derive benefit 
from the Fire organization without subscribing towards its support, 
Since the refusal which met the Commission’s endeavours in 1879 to 
obtain a yearly contribution, they have considered it would be useless 
to again press the matter for the present. 


Guilds—The Fire Commission regret that they have not yet 
succeeded in obtaining any subscription from the Opium and Canton 
Stores Guilds, although they have never ceased in their endeavours to 
do so.

Repairs and Appurtenances figure for a rather heavy amount this 
year, but in addition to the repairs to the Steam Launch foreshadowed 
in last report, the Hongkew Engine No. 2 was seriously damaged at the 
large fire on Yang-king-pang of 18th January, and was undergoing 
repairs in Mr. Kite’s hands till 24th May, costing over Tis. 400.

Towards meeting this your Council will propose that authority be 
given to raise by Debentures the sum of Tis. 30,000.00. 

This authority to raise certain sums by Debentures for special 
purposes has been given successively for some years past, and it has 
not hitherto been found needful to avail of it; on this occasion, how- . 
ever, it is felt that in the course of the year the sum specified will be 
required. The necessity for thus coming to the public for a loan has 
arisen mainly from the cost, past and prospective, of the Seward Road, 
coming concurrently with heavy items in respect of widening and 
improving certain thoroughfares. : 

The Council recommend that the same Rates and Taxes as were 
levied last year be maintained. 

On Land 4/10th of one per cent. per annum on the assessed value. 

On Houses occupied by Foreigners 8 per cent. per annum on the 
actual, or assessed rental. 

On Houses occupied by Natives 10 per cent. on the actual rental. 
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License Fees.—That the present scale be maintained. 

They suggest that the Ratepayers authorize the incoming Council . 
to collect as under :— 

Land Tax.—Half-yearly in advance, on and after the Ist days of 
January and July respectively. 

General Municipal Rate.—Foreign.—Quarterly in advance, on and 
after the Ist days of January, April, July and October respectively. 

General Municipal Rate—Native—Monthly or quarterly, as may 
appear advisable, in advance, on and after the 1st January. 

All such rates, and dues being payable at the time specified, and 
to be paid within fourteen days of demand for payment. 

License Fees.—From every house of Public Entertainment, Billiard, 
or Bowling Saloon, or Shop, or Store for the sale of Wines, Beer, Spirits, 
Thtoxicating Drugs, Butcher’s Meat, Poultry or Game, Slaughter House 
or Livery Stable, Opium-Shop, Pawn-Shop, Native Water Cart, Boat 
or Public Vehicle, plying, let or used for hire within the limits of the 
Settlement, monthly or quarterly as may appear advisable—always in 
advance. 

From every Music Hall, Theatre, Circus, or Dancing Saloon— 
Nightly in advance, 

Lelegraph and Telephone Fees.—At the rate of Tis. 100 per line per 
annum, in advance, 

Cemetery Fees and subscriptions to Local Post Office, in advance. 

Fees for Permits, to use sunshades over public thoroughfares,—At 
time of making application for permit. 

Fees for Permits to open roads for the purpose of constructing or 
repairing connections with Municipal Drains,—At the time of making 
application for permit. 

The Sale of Night-Soil to the best advantage. 

' While thus proposing no alteration in the rates and taxes, it is, 
thought that a larger return than during the past year may reasonably 
be looked for in the General Municipal Rate, owing to the increased and 


increasing number of occupied native dwellings. This increase } 


however, more than counterbalanced by the expenditure entailed, in the 
first instance at any rate, by the expansion of the Settlements; neces- 
sitating the ‘extension of old roads—the laying out of new ones—their 
drainage and lighting. 

The land assessment approved at the last annual meeting has been 
in force during the year. It is felt that, though the burden of taxation 
in this respect (even in the short space of time that has elapsed) might 
be deemed to have become somewhat unequally divided, it would be 
premature to recommend as yet any re-assessment.
